The best news I’ve had this spring is the 
report of good rains in nearly all parts of 
the country.

The following letter explains itself: “Read 
with interest in your ‘Across the Secretary’s 
desk’ that one breeder recommends that all 
our shows be judged by professors. 

“Since Secretaries should not have opin- 
ions I will gladly answer this breeder’s com- 
ment on the Association’s list of judges sys- 
tem. Having been trained under the tutor- 
ship of professors; having shown under both 
master breeders, professors, foreign gentle- 
men, breeders of other breeds, and every 
other classification of judge you may list 
for the last twenty-one years, and having 
helped to tutor several hundred judging 
team members that for the most part make 
up the list of professors at accredited agri- 
cultural colleges, and last of all considering 
myself as a breeder judge I make the fol- 
lowing rebuttal: 

1. This particular breeder who definitely 
thinks the judges should be professors is 
prejudiced in favor of professors. For him 
to state that breeder judges are bound to be 


prejudiced is rather a broad indictment of 
the whole system of judging. Has it ever oc- 
curred to this breeder that professors might 
also be prejudiced by their own vanity or 
the vanity of others? 

2. Most breeder judges are selected be- 
cause they are doing a superior job of breed- 
ing cattle. It follows that thrqugh experi- 
ence he has learned the pitfalls of animal 
breeding and selection by the school of hard 
knocks. As a breeder showman I like to have 
him appraise my work occasionally. 

3. Foreign judges are just as capable as 
we are in this matter of judging livestock. 
However, like domestic judges they select 
livestock for their own particular trade or 
region and must of a necessity breed that 
kind or the venture would prove unsuccess- 
ful. Since the world currency exchange and 
trade has more or less eliminated our breed- 
ers from exporting great numbers of cattle 
I do not think we need them telling us the 
kind of cattle that we should breed, Obvi- 
ously, they are not well enough versed on 
our particular problems. If some foreign 
country starts to import a great many of 
our cattle then I would be willing to show 
under one of that country’s master judges in 
order to learn what that particular country 
needed from us. 

4. College professor judges are great 
students of our livestock industry and have 
contributed much to our many breeds down 
through the years. However, many of them 
have had very little opportunity to put their 
ideas into practical usage. As a_ result, 
breeder judges are better equipped in many

Conference 


Talk given by John C. Gall, president, Amer- 
ican Angus Association, concluding the 3d 
American Aberdeen-Angus Conference, Mich- 
igan State University, East Lansing, Michigan, 
March 12, 1957. 


Ladies and gentlemen: Naturally, the con- 
ference having about reached its conclusion, 
I have no set speech or formal paper of any 
kind. I have done as most of you have, 
scribbled notes on this pad furnished to us, 
and there are a few comments I think I 
might make on behalf of the Association 
before the conference concludes. 


Many, many years ago, when I was a 
great deal younger than I am now, and 
therefore much wiser, I won a law suit un- 
der very peculiar circumstances. I wouldn’t 
tell you about a case I had won in order to 
brag about it, but I won this case not be- 
cause of anything I did, but because of what 
the lawyer on the other side did. This was a 
trifling little case, and didn’t invelve much, 
but to me it looked like the biggest case in 
the world at that time, and it was as im- 
portant as if it had been in the Supreme 
Court of the United States. We tried the 
case, all the evidence was in, and I knew I 
had lost it. Then the lawyer on the other 
side, who was extremely aggressive, made a 
mistake. He got up and said to the judge: 
“Your Honor, I just want to tell you we are 
so sure we are right, that if we lose this 
case in this court, I am going to appeal it 
all the way to the Supreme Court, if neces- 
sary.” The old judge took his glasses off 
and laid them down, and said to the lawyer, 
“Young man, you have helped me make up 
my mind. I was going to decide this case 
for you. Now I know if I make a mistake it 
will be corrected by a higher court, and 
since you promised me you will appeal it, I 
am going to decide against you.” 


I learned a lot of things from that. I 
never threaten a court or indicate that I am 
going to appeal the case, The timeliness of 
this little story is, of course, obvious: Such 
mistakes as I make here, Ron Nelson can 
correct when I get through. 

Any attempt to evaluate this conference, 
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Evaluation 


it seems to me, would be not only somewhat 
premature, but would have to be very tenta- 
tive, and as I have had no opportunity to 
consult with my associates in the Associa- 
tion, necessarily anything I say about it has 
to be nothing but an expression of a tenta- 
tive personal opinion on my part. It might 
be helpful, however, if I give you a few of 
my own reactions to it, just as one member 
of the conference. Each person will have his 
own reactions, and he will have plenty of 
time to think about it, and particularly after 
he has read the proceedings which will be 
mailed to all the members of the Associa- 
tion. 


In the first place, what should a confer- 
ence like this be? Well, it shouldn’t be just 
a gathering of a lot of people who think the 


same way, and want to talk to themselves. 


To me that is one of the big things about 
this particular conference, because it has 
been made up not only of the audience, but 
participants engaged in a variety of inter- 
est, all relating, however, to an ultimate 
thing, which is the production of better Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle. We have had here as 
participant breeders, livestock judges, edu- 
cators, scientists, and representatives of 
publications,—Dick Hahne and his associates 
are here. In other words, we have had a 
variety of people here interested in this con- 
ference and taking part in it. If you will 
pardon me with just one more story, I re- 
member a case that was tried before a 
Justice of the Peace, and when the plaintiff 
presented his argument, the Justice of the 
Peace said, “Decision for the plaintiff,” 
whereupon the defendant’s attorney jumped 
up and said, “You haven’t heard the other 
side!” The judge said: “I don’t want to hear 
the other side. It has a tendency to confuse 
the court.” 


Now, it seems to me that the value of this 
conference is that we have heard many 
viewpoints on many of these subjects, and 
while we may be merely temporarily con- 
fused, I, myself, think that is the only way 


to get a clarifica 
tion in the long run, 
I am sure that we 
didn’t come here 
expecting this con- 
ference would solve 
all of our problems, 
or would even reach conclusions on a lot of 
problems that were being discussed. That 
isn’t the purpose of the conference; it is not 
like an arbitration case before our ethics 
committee, where you have one issue and 
come to a definite decision on it. The pur- 
pose of the conference is to explore prob- 
lems and probably, as has happened here, to 
raise a lot of nev ones for us to consider, 
and in that, I thik, the conference has been 
extremely successful. 


One of the great things about this con- 
ference is that it hasn’t been confined to 
theory. It hasn’t been confined to the pre- 
sentation of a lot of prepared papers, with- 
out opportunity for discussion, and without 
opportunity for seeing some of these ideas 
that were set forth in the papers, reviewed 
in practice, as was done this morning when 
We saw the ultimate payoff of the carcass 
on the hook. Naturally, we have all been in- 
terested in and entertained by the various 
papers that have been given to us, and I 
wouldn’t try to refer to all of them, or all 
of the participants, I am sure we are all 
familiar, because I have noticed the mem- 
bers of the conference have stayed here and 
listened to them, which in itself is evidence 
of the intense interest of all of us that came. 


It seems to me out of this conference 
there can and should come new opportuni- 
ties for leadership, not only by the Amer- 
ican Angus Association, in its field, but by 
the universities themselves in the field 
which they are exploring. The papers in this 
conference have covered certain areas, prog- 
eny and performance testing, type classi- 
fication, dwarfism, in addition to the prac- 
tical demonstrations which we have had. 
Some of us may be a little confused by some

Our trip took us through 
central Iowa westward into Nebraska with our first 
stop at Fremont due to a late start from home. 
From Fremont we continued along route 30, taking 
the old Oregon trail almost the entire distance 
to Yakima. In Nebraska we noticed increased ac- 
tivity in industrial development across the en- 
tire state, with the western half showing a great 
influence of irrigation projects. Farm ponds were 
very evident along the entire route with stock- 
piles of aluminum pipe to be seen in every town 
and at every whistle stop, with sprinkler systems 
working on a very large number of the farms along 
the highway. 


Next stop was Rawlins, Wyoming and next morn- 
ing we drove to Little America for breakfast. This 
is a fabulous place and proves what vision can do 
in developing a new source of income. This is a 
super-rest-stop depending strictly on the high- 
way traffic and is a spot you must plan to visit 
when traveling the Oregon trail, and one can but 
wonder what such a vantage point would have meant 
to those hardy pioneers who first passed through 
this desolate country by wagon train. 


We were in the high country where many bands 
of sheep as well as herds of cattle were grazing. 
This took us northwest where we entered the east- 
ern end of Idaho's Magic Valley, which we crossed 
from east to west to Boise. This valley is another 
highly irrigated section I had visited two years 
ago when attending a Twin Valley sale. 


From Boise we continued north across Oregon 
to Prosser, Washington. This is all high country 
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where one follows the natural waterways to the 
passes to go from valley to valley along the 
Streams. Prosser is in another valley with a high 
plateau between it and the Columbia River, a high 
plateau famous for wheat and grain crops, with the 
valley at Prosser being another irrigated section 
where we saw our first hop fields. All this coun- 
try is below the Harney dam, a huge earthen and 
concrete structure contributing much to the in- 
creased fertility of this particular section. 


We spent this evening and another day at Pros- 
Ser visiting friends who had moved from Iowa many 
years ago, and who own and operate a system of 
grain storage elevators, shipping by both barge 
and car more than a million bushels of wheat yearly 
and having processing for cleaning and Storage of 
beans and handling of other grains. 


We drove from Prosser to Yakima, and this 
probably the most fertile valley first known for 
extensive irrigation projects. Due to the con- 
Struction of vast dams, especially the famous 
Grand Coulee, the water table of this area has 
been increased to a point that it is actually be- 
coming a problem to the farmers in the Yakima Val- 
ley since it is bringing closer to the surface the 
Salts that had been carried deep into the soil by 
previous surface irrigation. 


Our visit to Yakima included only two nights 
and a day, for we were on a schedule as we had four 
thousand miles to drive to make the round trip. 
The testimonial dinner included an informal get- 
together hour and banquet attended by approxi- 
mately one hundred breeders and friends of Mr. and 
Mrs. Otto V. Battles. Speakers included Dr. M. E. 
Ensminger, Department of Animal Husbandry, State 
College of Washington; Sherman Guttridge, long. 
associated with our breed in this area, one time 
breeder who is now with the Western Livestock 
Journal; and yours truly, editor of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal.

Public auctions from October 1 to April 1 
numbered 329. A total of 19,914 cattle have 
been sold in the sales, an average of 60 plus 
per sale. A great number of the 14,965 fe- 
males have been open heifers, A general 
average of $416 was made with 4,749 bulls 
averaging $476. 

The total number of cattle sold up to 
April 1 was 80,271. Registrations were 
101,348 and new members 1,299. Rather im- 
pressive and satisfactory figures for the 
first six months of this fiscal year, However 
we all need to be on the alert for any im- 
provement which can help add to the fine 
record our breed is making. 


By this time you should have received 
your nomination blanks for delegates to the 
annual meeting. We hope, some study, will 
find members who will attend the meeting 
listed. In due time a list of nominees will be 
mailed, making up the official ballots for 
each state. Some breeders still confuse the 
two: on the first, the nomination blank, put 
the breeder’s name you want to appear on 
your state ballot; the second, which is the 
official ballot, gives you the opportunity to 
vote for those people who will represent 
your state at the annual meeting.

Word from Scotland is that Angus ex- 
ports from Britain the past year set a new 
all-time record with 505 head. For the 
first time our breed exported almost as 
many cattle as all of the other beef 
breeds combined. Biggest buyer of 
British Angus?—West Germany with 193 
head. And so far in 1957 exports from 
England and Scotland are running ahead 
of 1956. 


Prejudices die hard. Almost from the 
time the first Blacks were introduced into 
this country breeders have had to combat 
word-of-mouth detractors with actual 
proof that Angus were better rustlers, 
better mothers, and produced a better 
carcass. But some of this adverse propa- 
ganda still exists. 


Talking to a newer breeder in the 
Carolinas not long ago. He was telling 
of the trouble in his country in getting a 
top price for aood Angus calves. Ham- 
pered by smaller numbers a handful of 
breeders had been taking less money 
than those with other breeds. Whether 
the local buyers were ignorant, or just 
areedy, we don’t know. We suspect that 
they are trying to keep the price down as 
long as they can. Buying them 2 cents 
cheaper and selling them 2 cents higher 
is nice business if you can aet it. But it 
is also a deal, we told this Carolina 
breeder, that can’t exist too long when 
buyers are forced to scramble for good 
Angus cattle. 


TRAILS 


No cattleman we have ever talked to 
who has run Angus side by side with 
other beef breeds (and the rougher the 
going the better) has ever been a de- 
tractor of the Blacks. Talking to a Bright 
Young Fellow from Utah the other day 
who volunteered the information that 
“Angus won't do in our country; they 
won't rustle like the others.” Had he ever 
tried Angus—“No.” Did any of his neigh- 
bors run Angus—“No.” Just how did he 
arrive at his startling conclusion . . 
“well, that’s what folks tell me.” 


A nice letter awhile back from an 
Angus veteran recalls a conversation 
started last fall at the Lakewood Farms 
sale in Wisconsin. He is L. A. Campbell 
of Minnesota who has been with the 
Blacks for many years. The conversa- 
tion, which prompted the letter, was over 
“wildness” in Angus cattle. We are going 
to reproduce the letter in full in a later 
issue but one thing brought out by Mr. 
Campbell is pertinent—that the disposi- 
tion and alertness that makes an Angus 
a superior mother and a superior rustler 
is one of the distinct advantages of the 
breed. Rough handling can make any 
animal wild or mean. And for the very 
rare animal that is intractable Mr. Camp- 
bell recalls that “Stanley Pierce told me 
50 years ago that they weren‘t any good 
if they didn’t have alertness and life. Of 
course what he meant was that they 
shouldn‘t be deadheads.” 


Typographical errors are always in- 
teresting—provided they were made by 
the other fellow. Saw one awhile back 
that made more sense as an error than in 
the original form. A market grade of 
cattle “canner and cutter” was called 
“canner and culler.” All of which recalls 
the ancient story of the editor-advertising 
manager-compositor- printer of the Week- 
ly Bugle who referred to a local charac- 
ter, Colonel Blimp, as a “battle scared” 
veteran instead of a “battle scarred” 
veteran. The Colonel stormed the office 
and a retraction was promised for the 
next week. It read: “We are very sorry 
that in last week’s issue we called 
Colonel Blimp a battle scared veteran. 
What we meant, of course, is that he is a 
bottle scarred veteran.” 


A letter chides your roving reporter for 
having gone whole hog on the matter of 
classification, production testing, etc. And 
it concludes with the idea if the improve- 
ment of the breed is to continue that we 
“are barking up the wrong tree.” There

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A LTHOUGH the fat steer trade began to 
falter somewhat during the latter part of 
April, late declines failed to offset gains 
registered earlier in the period. The upward 
price trend enjoyed during the forepart of 
the month was a continuation of a general 
rise in prices which actually got underway 
late in February. 

The advance moved finished steers to 
their highest price position since the latter 
part of 1956 when Chicago buyers paid an 
average price of $22.60 for all steers. The 
average price was $1.25 above the previous 
month when steers during that period aver- 
aged $21.35 The sharp contrast between 
April of this year as compared with the 
same period a year ago is noted in the year 
ago average of $19.65. Finishers are not only 
enjoying stronger rates but the undertone 
showed much improvement over last year. 

Losses sustained late in April were due 
mainly to sluggishness in wholesale channels 
following the Easter holidays along with a 
period of non-slaughtering kosher holidays. 
This had a tendency to allow beef to pile up 
in coolers, but this situation was short-lived 
when the closing days saw wholesale houses 
finally move this backlog of beef, bringing 
about renewed demand for finished steers 
on the live trade. 

While price talk was still making up a 
good part of conversation in the Yards, con- 
tinued rainstorms were also being discussed. 
Most of the Corn Belt area enjoyed good 
soaking rains for the past several weeks, 
much of it going down into the subsoil. How- 
ever, there were a few reports of only 
spotted rains. General reports from farmers 
here in the Yards indicated that moisture 
conditions were “almost perfect” for this 
time of the year and that most everyone 
was ready to plant corn just as soon as 
weather permitted. 

As for the eight-year drought in the Na- 
tion’s Western and Southwestern Plains be- 
ing completely broken, officials would agree 
that for a good many areas the worst was 
over—but some sections remained in doubt. 
Sections still lacking rainfall were West 
Texas, Southeast Colorado and New Mexico. 

Getting back to our fat steer grade, new 
1957 highs were established during the April 
period for steers and yearlings. Not only 
did the average price of $22.60 set a five- 
month peak, but prime steers also enjoyed 
the full advance. The extreme top rose from 
$26.75 at the outset on up to $28.50 which 
also equaled the highest price paid here 
since last November. At the close high prime 
steers were quoted near the $28.00 mark. 
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Out of the 16 full market days during 
April, Angus topped on each session, with 
19 loads bringing the premium price. The 
$28.50 top was paid for a load of lowa-fed 
Angus that averaged 1205 Ibs. A load of 
1474 lb. Angus from Illinois sold at $28.25, 
which was top for their weight. 

Numerous loads of high choice to prime 
steers moved into killer channels at prices 
generally ranging from $25.00 to $26.50, 
while scattered loads of prime kinds sold at 
$27.00 and above. 

The bulk of the month’s receipts consisted 
of choice steers averaging from 1000 to 1200 
lbs. Sales in these weights ranged from $21.- 
50 to $23.00, the latter price including loads 
of choice steers weighing in excess of 1500 
Ibs. There were occasional sales of high 
choice steers edging over the 1600 lb. mark 
that sold above $24.00. 

Plainer steers lacking in quality and finish 
and grading average good and below sold 
down from the $20.00 figure, with a few 
scattered loads of Holsteins selling in the 
$16.00 and $17.00 columns. 


Like in steers, heifers also reached new 
highs for the year. Prime heifers sold up to 
$24.75, also a new high since November. 
However, there was a slight price reaction 
late in the period: The average price moved 
up to $21.35 as compared with the $19.75 
the previous month. Cows advanced to their 
best levels in three years. The bulks of the 
canner and cutter cows sold from $11.00 to 
$12.50, with utility and commercial grades 
clearing from $13.00 to $15.00 and some 
sales as high as $16.50. 


Recent declines in fat steers resulted in 
some price reductions in stockers and feed- 
ers at some of the major centers. This was 
the first report of any setback in replace- 
ment stock this season. However, other mar- 
kets continued to report fair action at prices 
which were more or less in line with recent 
high levels. Most good to choice stockers 
sold from $20.50 to $24.00 and slightly 
above. 

Hogs in Chicago continued to set new 
seasonal highs when buyers paid an average 
of $17.65 for the April supply, highest for 
any period in 29 months. Except for the 
month of February, the hog average has 
been rising steadily since last November 
when it was $14.65. Price improvement was 
generally attributed to the dip in receipts. 
The April total of 198,545 head compares 
with the 211,607 head the previous month. 

Slaughter lambs also advanced with the 
general level reaching a peak of $22.60, 
highest for any monthly pericd in nine 
months. A scattering of spring lambs began 
to appear in the receipts. Sales on the new 
crop ranged from $22.00 to $27.00. 

Figures from the USDA April 1st cattle 
and calves on feed report in the 13 major 
feeding states was estimated at 4,392,000 
head, an increase of 4 per cent from the 4,- 
222,000 head on feed April 1, 1956. 

The report also showed that the principal 
feeding state were putting 1,736,000 on feed 
during the 1957 January-March quarter, 
about the same as the 1,728,000 head for the 
same period a year ago. The number on feed 
more than three months as of April 1st was 
6 per cent above a year earlier, while those

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The Men Who 
Feed The Blacks 


In the coming months the JOURNAL will present brief visits with “reputation” 
Angus feeders who are regular toppers of the Chicago market. This ig in recognition 
of the part they are playing in making Angus synonymous with the best in beef. 


We will start our first feedlot visit in the western Corn Belt. 
Followers of the Chicago Markets page in the JOURNAL will re- 
call seeing numerous times the name “Gus Bremer and Sons, Stan- 
ton, Nebraska” in the list of Angus market toppers. 


The Gus Bremer operation is extensive—from 1,300 to 1,500 
steers a year—and involves four men. Gus Bremer, Sr., hag been 
feeding cattle for around 50 years. He is still active in the business 
but has the able assistance of three younger Angus enthusiasts in 
Gus, Jr., Gene, and son-in-law Dick Havens. 


The Bremer feed lot operations have not always been on a Black 
basis. Over the years, and as they became available in greater 
numbers, Angus were fed alongside cattle of the other beef breeds. 
Several things were discovered: “You can feed an Angus to a 
prime finish at 1,000 or 1,100 pounds, or take him up to 1,500 
pounds without having him get patchy or overdone,” Gene Bremer 
will tell you. “With other cattle it is oftentimes impossible to have 
them prime and smooth both. Or when they hit ‘12 o’clock’ they 
have to go regardless of the market.” The Angus, they found, 
were invariably good doers. Most important, they consistently top- 
ped the market. So with packer preference for a prime Angus 
matched by the top dollar on the market there was no reason to 
try and buck the trend. Today the Bremer operation is largely on 
an Angus basis. After this fall it will be 100 per cent Angus.

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Bailey New Secretary 
of Indiana State Fair 

Earl J. Bailey, Lake County farmer and 
cattle raiser, has taken over the duties of 
secretary-manager of the Indiana State 
Fair. 

The new manager was selected from a 
field of 18 applicants by the 19 member 
Fair Board. He succeeds Kenneth F. Black- 
well. 

Bailey, who is 64 years old, is no new- 
comer to the Indiana State Fair. He first ex- 
hibited at the Fair in 1911 and showed his 
first entry in the Lake County Fair as an 
eight year old boy. In 1948 he was elected a 
member of the Fair Board and continued as 
a member until 1955. He served as president 
of the Board for the Fair’s Centennial Year 
in 1952. Bailey was also a member of the 
Lake County Fair Board for 21 consecutive 
years until last year when he was replaced 
by his son. 

Often known as the “Flying Farmer,” the 
new manager took up flying when his son, 
Don, a Naval pilot returned home from 
World War II and started a flying school 
and crop spraying service. The family now 
has three planes on its 307 acre farm near 
Lowell. 


TRANQUILIZER DOSAGE 
FOR NERVOUS ANIMALS 

A fast acting tranquilizing drug which 
has proved of great value in the treatment 
of acutely agitated persons now is being 
used with equal success in veterinary medi- 
cine to gain quick control of highly excitable 
animal patients. 

The drug is Sparine, originally developed 
by Wyeth Laboratories for use in calming 
and controlling seriously disturbed mental 
patients, alcoholics, and drug addicts. During 
the last year it has won wide acceptance 
from the medical profession. 

In the practice of veterinary medicine, the 
drug removes the fear and combative atti- 
tude of highly agitated animals, quieting 
and controlling them without causing uncon- 
sciouness. 


One of the drug’s advantages is that it 
reduces the amount of anesthetic needed in 
veterinary surgery and thus lessens the risk 
associated with anesthesia, particularly in 
older animals and in animals with acute in- 
fections. In many cases Sparine and local 
anesthesia have replaced a general anes- 
thetic with excellent results.

The Administration now has made crystal 
clear its desire to perform radical surgery on 
present farm price laws. What Mr. Benson 
plainly desires is full authority to place all 
price supports where he chooses. 

The Secretary probably won’t ask that 
much power of Congress, but he will shoot 
for considerably lower minimum levels in 
price floors. The soil bank and surplus re- 
moval, the Secretary said, will in time boost 
prices back to 90% of parity which “will 
lose markets” and render controls “less than 
properly effective.” 

President Eisenhower recently indicated 
that he will back his Agriculture Secretary 
in the campaign to rewrite price laws. “We 
have laws for the disposal of surpluses... 
under a subsidized arrangement for which 
the taxpayers pay,” said Ike. “Then when we 
get rid of those surpluses to a certain 
degree, the arbitrary provisions of the law 
operate; the price supports go up, and you 
get more surpluses. So we have in many 
ways a very, very difficult problem in this 
whole field.” 

Mr. Eisenhower also made the inaccurate 
observation that “about half the income of 
the farmer is from federal subsidy.” 

That statement was later corrected by the 
White House and by Mr. Benson. Actually, 
direct payments to farmers account for per- 
haps 5% of net farm income. 

About half of the proposed $5 billion bud- 
get for 1957-58, however, would go for 
direct aids to farmers. Much of the money 
is marked out for soi] bank and conserva- 
tion payments. These are not subsidies, 
farm leaders argue, because the farmer who 
gets them must keep land out of production, 
carry out conservation practices, etc. 


Drive to transfer enforcement of anti- 
trust provisions of the Packers & Stock- 
yards Act from USDA to the Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC) is gaining momentum. 
As hearings on the question opened in Wash- 
ington, the FTC reached a preliminary 
decision that will give a boost to advocates 
of the transfer. 

A large retail] chain, Food Fair Stores, an 
FTC hearing examiner decided, qualifies as 
a “packer” under present law. Food Fair 
owns a meat-packing plant at Elizabeth, N. 
J. 


As a packer—at least for legal purposes 


—the food chain would be subject to regula- 
tion of market activities by USDA under 
the Packers & Stockyards Act. 


Agriculture Department enforcement, it is 
charged, has been “soft”, permitting some 
large packers and chains to engage in prac- 
tices that hold down cattle prices. 

The FTC examiner’s decision, said Sen. 
Joseph C. O’Mahoney (D-Wyo.) “could not 
be a better argument” for passage of a bill 
he has introduced with Sen, Arthur V. 
Wakins (R-Utah). The legislation, S 1356 
would transfer enforcement of anti-trust 
provisions of the packers’ act to the FTC. 

Secretary Benson has pointed out that 14 
food chains, including the six largest, are 
now filing reports with his department 
under the packers’ act, All of them would be 
automatically exempt from FTC jurisdiction 
if the preliminary FTC decision stands up— 
unless the transfer is effected in the mean- 
time, or present law is changed. 

“If this decision is upheld... it will pro- 
vide a loophole not only for any firm in the 
food field which wants to escape prosecution 
by FTC, but those in other fields as well,” 
declares L. Blaine Liljenquist, Washington, 
D. C., representative of the Western States 
Meat Packers Association. 

FTC officials favor the transfer USDA is 
opposing it.

Deferred grazing payments program leg- 
islation, now final, features special pay- 
ments to stockmen—but only in counties 
officially designated as “disaster areas”’. 
Payments will be made for “non-use” and 
also “limited use” of rangeland at rates 
equal to an estimated fair rental value of 
the land. Top payment to any person on a 
single farm unit will be $5,000 per year... 
for a maximum of 5 years. 

The program is “supplemental” to the 
present deferred-grazing program of the 
Agricultural Conservation Program. Con- 
gress directs that ACP payments shall be 
continued, although duplicate payments are 
ruled out. It will be illegal to collect a graz- 
ing payment from ACP and still another 
under the new program on the same land. 
County ASC offices are handling the new 
deferred grazing contracts.

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Suortiy after I started as a breeder of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, I was impressed 
with the importance of selecting a name for 
our herd upon which some day I hoped to 
establish a reputation. I also wanted a name 
which would be appropriate to the farm and 
the kind of a herd I expected to build. I 
wanted, in other words, a name that would 
harmonize with everything else in connec- 
tion with the herd and that meant also a 


having the name I selected for my herd 
some day occupying a position of eminence 
in the annals of Aberdeen-Angus history. 
Being modestly inclined, however, I hesitated 
to use my own name for my herd and there- 
fore I selected another one. But I was not 
satisfied with it and several years later, 
after Mrs. Battles and I were married, we 
began to seriously search for another name. 
And it has often been told how the name, 
by which the herd has been known during 
most of its career, was finally chosen. 

We have always liked this name and it 
has fully answered the purpose for which it 
was inteneded. Down through the many 
years, it has served as a symbol of our 
breeding. It soon became known to the ex- 
tent that any student of Angus breeding

name that could be used in a systematic 
naming of our cattle. 

I recall writing the then secretary of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, Mr. McFarlan, for suggestions. And 
I remember the exact words of his reply. 
They were, “Mr. W. A. McHenry began from 
the start to use his own name in naming his 
cattle and he has never changed. Every an- 
imal registered from his herd carries the 
McHenry name. In view of this I do not 
think you could do better than to use your 
own name, Battles, as a herd name and for 
use in registering your cattle. Besides the 
name might indicate that you expect to 
‘battle’ to get to the top as a breeder which 
your letter indicates is your intention.” 

Needless to say, I gave very serious 
thought to Mr. McFarlan’s suggestion. I 
was already aware of the importance of the 
McHenry name in the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. As a ratter of fact, Mr. McHenry 
was what might be called my “patron saint.” 
My greatest ambition was to follow in his 
footsteps. And in those days he was far out 
in front as a breeder and a showman, And 
as proof that his ideas were sound at that 
time is the value of the McHenry name in 
an Angus pedigree today. I had visions of 
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would know at a glance when the name 
Rosemere appeared by whom the animal, 
bearing it, was bred. Immediately upon 
selecting the name, I applied to the National 
headquarters for the exclusive use of it 
which was granted. And later on we had it 
copyrighted in the patent office at Wash- 
ington, D. C. which makes it illegal for any- 
one else to register Angus cattle under that 
name, It does not, however, prohibit the use 
of the name in designating the family of 
which one of its products may be a member. 
It only prohibits the use of the name in nam- 
ing the animal itself. And for that reason 
to anyone familiar with Angus breeding the 
origin of an animal carrying the name is 
recognizable at once. We never applied for 
the exclusive use of the affix “mere” but 
for quite a number of years even “mere” 
used in an Angus name indicated Rosemere 
breeding. However, in recent years, many 
other breeders have adopted “mere” in some 
form in naming their animals to the end 
that although it is still a part of our Rose- 
mere name, it is not exclusively so and there- 
fore, in many cases, now days, does not in- 
dicate Rosemere breeding. 

What has really prompted this discussion 
is the response I have received since my 


recent article, entitled “Favorable Trends” 
in which mention was made of the misuse 
of the family name, appeared in the ABER- 
DEEN-ANGUS JOURNAL. It would seem 
that a great many others beside myself are 
confused with the naming of many of our 
present day Angus cattle. And as some of 
my correspondents have requested that I do 
so, I am going to try to explain my ideas in 
this article. And my readers may take them 
for what they feel they are worth. As an 
example of some of the letters I have re- 
ceived on this subject, I quote from two of 
them. A breeder from Ontario, Canada 
writes, “since reading your article ‘Favor- 
able Trends’ in the March issue of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Journal, I feel better. 

When I know that an experienced breeder 
like you has been confused by the naming 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, I feel there is 
some justification for the bewilderment the 
‘hodge-podge’ of naming hag created in a 
youngster like me. 

In an effort to avoid the addition of fur- 
ther confusion I would appreciate receiving 
detailed information as to what you con- 
sider to be the proper manner of naming 
both bull and heifer calves.” 

A Maryland correspondent writes, “I en- 
joyed reading your March issue article, It 
is good. We need more along the same line. 

Why don’t you consider writing two or 
three articles along the line of naming cat- 
tle and tell the boys how to name them. 
There are entirely too many meaningless 
names being used. No originality. No uni- 
formity. No conformity with or respect for 
tradition. 

A lot of value can be carried in a name 
properly and appropriately used. 

There is a lot of good in a short, well 
thought out name and I am sure we are 
missing a good bet by our present naming 
methods.” 

This correspondent makes several, which 
I consider important, observations and he 
hits the nail squarely on the head when he 
says that a great deal can be gained by us- 
ing the proper method. 


There are several ways in which such a 
method can prove profitable to a herd. One 
and probably the foremost amongst them 
would be the incentive it gives to the breed- 
er to build a reputation on the name of his 
herd. It would serve as a continual stimulous 
to him to improve his herd and to perfect 
his methods in dealing with his fellow breed- 
ers and the general public. One only has to 
think of the products of industry which, 
over a long period, have built up a reputa- 
tion on their names which make them sought 
after by the public. Most people are influ- 
enced by the name of a product which has 
a long and favorable reputation, They place 
reliance in it because they know it must 
have been good or it could not have existed 
so long. Thus a name which fits a herd of 
livestock can be made valuable and looked 
to as one upon which reliance can be placed. 
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It can be made a trade mark for quality, 
for honesty and fair dealing. Considering 
this is true, one can readily understand why 
it is important for even an inexperienced 
breeder to know when he sees the name of 
an animal in what herd it was produced. 
Another argument in favor of using a name 
which can be used handily in the naming of 
one’s animals is that it simplifies the nam- 
ing of the animals and it also, if used prop- 
erly, can be made to indicate both the fam- 
ily name and the name of the herd which 
produced it. Pardon my reference so often to 
our own herd but I can not think of a better 
way to make myself clear in this discussion. 

After we had definitely settled on the 
name “Rosemere” we began naming our 
heifer calves by using the full herd name 
combined with the family name of the fe- 
male. For example, a Blackbird wag called 
Blackbird of Rosemere; Queen Mother, 
Queen of Rosemere; Pride, Pride of Rose- 
mere, etce., all through the family names in- 
cluded in our herd of females. No two an- 
imals, of course, could carry the same name. 
To obviate this, a number was attached to 
them so in each case we started with one 
and each addition bore the next highest 
number, Ag an example of how this works, 
the next female of the Pride family which 
we register will be Pride of Rosemere 756 
which indicates that we have registered that 
many females of this particular family, And 
the same thing applies to all of our other 
families. It will be seen how nicely this takes 
care of registering the females in an orderly 
and systematic manner and in a way which 
signifies both the family and herd name 
without a question of doubt and which is 
easily understandable to any student of 
breeding. But to have a name which will 
apply to both bulls and females is the most 
serious consideration because one can not 
properly give heifer calves and bull calves 
the same name, We had this in mind in 
chosing our name and it has worked out 
very satisfactorily for us with the exception 
that in recent years, as has before been 
stated, the affix “mere” is not necessarily 
indicative of Rosemere origin. 

This is the way, however, that we still 
continue to name our bulls. A Pride is called 
Prizemere; a Blackbird, Blackmere; a Black- 
cap, Biackcapmere; Queen Mothers, Queen- 
mere; Erica, Eileenmere, etc. The only ex- 
ception we have made to this is the naming 
of our Barbara bulls which, in the begin- 
ning, we called Barbarian of Rosemere. The 
reason for this deviation was that the first 
bull calf we had of this family was a son of 
one of our first winning Barbara females 
and everyone was so fond of this burly, lit- 
tle calf that he was given the pet name of 
“little Barbarian.” And although the name 
did not fit his temperament, he always hav- 
ing been a quiet, gentle animal, when reg- 
istering him we did decide to let him keep 
the name which had been given him as a 
pet. And we decided to continue using this

In order to reduce the possibility of dis- 
ease, stockmen must adopt certain manage- 
ment practices relative to the environment 
of animals. It has been said that domestica- 
tion and increased animal numbers imply 
sort of a contract. In fulfilling his obliga- 
tion, man must protect his animals from the 
elements, parasites, and diseases and fur- 
nish them sanitary quarters and suitable 
rations. Abuse leads to a reduction of profit 
—a case in which money and decency are on 
the same side of the ledger. 

Recently, my colleagues and I, in coopera- 
tion with the staff of our College of Veteri- 
nary Medicine, revised our program of an- 
imal health, disease prevention, and parasite 
control; better to protect the herds and 
flocks under the supervision of the WSC 
Department of Animal Science. In this and 
subsequent columns, I shall present the 
primary features of our current program. 
This will appear in five parts, over as many 
months, with one part presented in each 
monthly column in the following order: 

Part I—A General Program of Animal 
Health, Disease Prevention, and Parasite 
Control. 

Part II—A Program of Beef Cattle Health, 
Disease Prevention, and Parasite Control. 

Part III—A Program of Sheep Health, 
Disease Prevention, and Parasite Control. 

Part IV—A Program of Swine Health, 
Disease Prevention, and Parasite Control. 

Part V—A Program of Horse Health, 
Disease Prevention, and Parasite Control. 

Every stockman has need for Part I. In 
addition, a specific program is needed for 
each class of livestock produced. 

Consciously or unconsciously, most stock- 
men follow a program of animal health. But, 
unfortunately, few give sufficient thought 
to it; and fewer yet write it down and ad- 
here rigidly to it. As a result, in all too 
many cases, it is a hit and miss proposition 
and little attention is given to disease pre- 
vention until it is too late—until some dis- 
ease or parasite takes a heavy toll. At such 
times, one becomes well aware that “an 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure.” 

Because livestock and poultry diseases 
cost an estimated 2.4 billion dollars annual- 
ly, it behooves each stockman to develop and 
follow a written-down program of animal 
health, disease prevention, and parasite 
control. The owner himself should take the 
lead in developing such a program; but he 
should mobilize the best wit, wisdom and 
judgment of others—including his local vet- 
erinarian, and perhaps the county agent, the 


vocational agriculture instructor, and/or 
successful neighbors. Also, it must be rec- 
ognized that cumulative changes in this pro- 
gram will need to be made from time to 
time; in light of new problems, new biol- 
ogics, etc. 

It is not intended or implied that a stock- 
man should follow without change the an- 
imal health program presented in this and 
subsequent columns; rather, it is hoped that 
the program herein outlined will be used by 
the stockman-reader (1) as a yardstick with 
which to compare his existing program, and 
(2) as a guide post so that he and his local 
veterinarian, and other advisors, may devel- 
op a similar and specific program for the 
individual farm or ranch. 


Part I—A General Program of Animal 
Health, Disease Prevention, and 
Parasite Control 


The program which follows is, as the 
name indicates, general and applicable to 
any one or all classes of farm animals. 


1. Provide good housing and ventilation. 
—Although housing and close confinement 
predispose animals to disease, it is often 
very necessary; to facilitate handling, to 
combat the elements, and/or to furnish pro- 
tection when young are arriving. 


Proper drainage, dryness and ventilation, 
adequate space, and good lighting are among 
the requisites of good housing. In addition, 
animal quarters must be of such construc- 
tion as to facilitate proper cleaning, disin- 
fection and maintenance of sanitary condi- 
tions. The latter implies suitable floors, ade- 
quate waste disposal, and proper absorbent 
bedding. 

Ventilation is the act of causing the move- 
ment of air through buildings with the 
objective of supplanting foul air with fresh 
air containing needed oxygen. Contrary to 
common opinion, when a feeling of discom- 
fort is noticed, it may be the result of 
oxygen starvation rather than carbon dioxide 
poisoning. Also, the amount of moisture in 
the air is important. Moist air generally is 
a more favorable medium for the existence 
of micro-organisms, thus lending itself well 
to the transmission of contagious diseases 
and is closely housed with others, an epi- 
demic will usually follow. The air may also 
pick up various noxious gases, such as am- 
monia from decomposing urine, which may 
cause irritation to the sensitive membranes 
of the mouth, eyes, nose, and respiratory 
tract.

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Looking Back— 


and Ahead 


The "Rough Years" Forced Changes 


That Pulled This Farm Herd Through 


With moisture general in much of the former drouth area and 
cattle prices showing definite improvement how has the farm-sized 
Angus herd and its owner ridden through the lean years? What 
changes were necessary in operating methods to pull through? And 
what is ahead for an Angus operation of this type? 

These questions, and others, were put to a Missouri Angus 
breeder recently as we looked over his herd and 1957 calf crop. His 
experiences, and answers to the problems he has faced, are typical 
of the thinking and independence of cattlemen in general—and the 
Angus cattleraan in particular. 

C. H. Thompson lives near Eagleville in north Missouri. He 
owns a 200 acre farm which is mostly in grass. He has a registered 
cow herd which runs between 60 and 80 head. The living of Hale 
Thompson, his wife and the three young Thompsons, comes from 
these acres and the Black cows that graze them. 

We first heard of Hale Thompson about 25 years ago as a 4-H

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feeder. Back in the early 1930s J. F. McKenny of King City, 
Missouri, was giving purebred Angus heifers as prizes for the 
youngsters winning in Angus steer competition at Kansas City. As 
we recall it Hale Thompson won three of these heifers. 


The Missourian has been breeding Angus catile now for more 
than 20 years. Still a young man he has seen a lot of expansion 
in the business, along with some ups and downs. In his own par- 
ticular operations the “pinch” of dry weather and easier prices 
first hit early in the spring of 1952. “And now, just 5 years later, 
the cycle appears to me to be swinging the other way.” 

In the five years just past several changes were put into opera- 
tion in the operation of the Missouri herd. Perhaps we should say 
they were forced—for as mentioned before the family living comes 
from the Blacks. One of the first things was to really turn a 
critical eye at the cow herd. “With feed shorter than normal and 
common individuals harder to sell—at least at a price that allowed 
a man to make anything—it was no place to pamper cows that 
were mediocre producers.” And in this category came shy breeders 
and off-type cows. They went for beef. So the herd was cut down, 
the cut coming from the bottom. The result today is a herd of 
thick, great bodied cows. The physical makeup of the individual 
cows in the herd was dictated by another change brought about 
by conditions. 
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“In times of high prices a breeder may be able to do all right 
by depending on surplus females for the bulk of his sales, keeping 
only a few of the best bulls and steering the rest. But it won’t 
work when prices are average, or below,” the Missourian believes. 
So a concerted effort has been made to produce—and market— 
better than average range bulls. To do so has meant taking them 
out in the range country. 


You don’t fool a rancher on beef type and quality, Hale Thomp- 
son will tell you. And it is nd place to try and dump the tail end 
of your bull production. He has found that the western bull buyers 
appreciate, and will support, a man who gives them an honest 
product with the tops intact. “The place to cut for this market is 
at the bottom—get the poor bulls out.” While it may mean sacri- 
ficing on a top bull or two over the home bid these bulls left in a 
group of 15 or 20 make up for it in the general average. 


To produce range bulls that will command a $400 to $500 aver- 
age in sizable groups means producing a growthy, thick, uniform 
group of bulls. To do this it takes a better than average sire at 
home and a cow herd with plenty of body and thickness. The “pee- 
wee” cows in the Thompson herd have gone to market unless they 
have been exceptional producers. Nor does it mean that big, plain 
cows have been kept. The concentration has been on real beef cows 
with substance and quality raising a calf each year, and able to 
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feed that calf. “I don’t believe that the average herd owner can 


fool around with nurse cows under normal conditions.” 


The Missourian had a plan under consideration several years 
ago—“and I shudder to think about it now.” It was to put the 
herd strictly on a family basis. But those old standard families, 
with a smattering of good “name” families, has been buying the 
bread and butter through the past five years. Not that Hale 
Thompson has anything against families—“if the individual is good 
enough.” But he does not believe that the average herd owner can 
put all of his eggs in the “family” basket. He had better have his 
herd in order on a strictly beef and quality basis whether the in- 
dividuals are Blackcaps or something fancier from the family line. 


Times and circumstances of the last five years have produced 
another change in the Thompson operations—more economical feed- 
ing. Most of the farm is in grass which serves as pasture and hay. 
Some bottomland produces sorghum or other silage crops. ‘While 
the dry weather was tough actually right in here we were not hurt 
as much as in other sections. We could raise something. By watch- 
ing corners I was able to get through.” So the cow herd is han- 
dled on a year-around roughage basis. The younger cattle being 
developed—including the range bulls—are grained but not to as 
high a condition as formerly. More use is made of ground ear 
corn, rather than a straight grain ration. (Please turn to page 110 
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What Can We Do To Help The 
U. S. Department of Agriculture ? ?

Agriculture and the food industry has made tremendous prog- 
ress during the past several decades. Much of this progress is due 
to the devoted efforts of the folks in the U.S.D.A. A great deal of 
praise and credit is due them for the many good things they have 
accomplished. 

The gravely serious economic problems which now face agricul- 
ture do not lessen the value of these worthwhile accomplishments. 
They merely point up the opportunities which still lie ahead of the 
worthy and devoted people in this vitally important organization. 
These folks have the opportunity to help solve many of the prac- 
tical economic problems which face us farmers and ranchers today. 

In this modern world of science, engineering and enlightened 
business enterprise we have come to accept as fact, that every 
practical preblem has a simple practical solution. Agriculture’s 
economic problems are no exception. The opportunity to discover 
their solutions and put these solutions to use, falls to those who 
accurately and systematically analyze these problems and harness 
the available knowledge, manpower and material resources neces- 
sary to solving them. Enough of each of these ingredients is now 
available to get the job done. 

Thus the question arises, “What can we do to help the U.S.D.A. 
to take full advantage of its opportunities to help solve the 
economic problems which face us farmers and ranchers, as well as 
millions of folks who depend upon what we produce for their 
material standard of living?” 

There is no one short simple answer to this question. Its an- 
swer lies in the application of sound principles of business opera- 
tion to each and every situation that arises. 

It is perfectly clear today, that had the sound priniciples which 
I have outlined in previous articles, and will again review here, 
been continuously applied by the folks in the U.S.D.A., and the rest 
of us for the past fifty years our present economic problems would 
be much simpler or entirely non-existent. 

It is still not too late, but it is vitally important that we each 
do all we possibly can to apply the basic principles and the common 
sense necessary to whip the economic problems which face us all 
today. We can help the U. S. Department of Agriculture get its 
feet on the ground; broaden its vision; re-evaluate the economic 
problems of agriculture and the food industry in an accurate and 
systematic manner. 

We can help it improve its position of leadership so it in turn 
can help everyone, from the farms to the American homes solve 
the problems of distribution and utilization of farm produced 
materials. 

We can help the U.S.D.A. get its eyes on the problems involved 
in our producing, distributing and utilizing sufficient food protein 
of proper nutritive quality at stable prices to feed we Americans 
well and to satisfy our protein hunger. 

We have the opportunity to show the Secretary of Agriculture, 
and the folks in his department, WHY the food protein problem is 
the key economic problem that faces agriculture and the food in- 
dustry today and HOW, by solving it, we can do much to stabilize 
farm prices; get rid of surpluses; eliminate the price-cost squeeze 
on we farmers and ranchers; greatly improve the nutritional level, 
hence the health level of all the American people; eliminate the 
high cost of living problem; and increase the general prosperity of 


all the people in America, especially those in the lower income 
brackets. 

This may sound like a big order, but today our food protein 
problem is the key log in our economic log jam in the U.S.A. and 
throughout the world. This key log must be pryed loose, it must 
be straightened out so that the whole flow of Fundamental Mate- 
rials will move smoothly, rapidly and in sufficient quantities from 
producers to consumers. 

Many different producers and distributors all across America 
are involved in the gigantic task of furnishing the Fundamental 
Materials that are consumed or utilized directly to help satisfy the 
WANTS and meet the NEEDS of the people, which includes every 
single one of us. 

These Fundamental Materials as I have pointed out in previous 
articles include for the most part; food (proteins, carbohydrates, 
fats, vitamins and minerals); clothing including bed clothing; 
shelter including heat and light; medical, hygenical, inspirational 
and entertainment materials; plus air, light, water and earth to 
stand or live upon. 

The things we produce on our farms and ranches are consumed 
or utilized directly as Fundamental Materials or they are employed 
as Secondary Materials in helping produce, protect, distribute and 
utilize these Fundamental Materials. 

We have the opportunity to help the individuals in the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture to study and more thoroughly under- 
stand the basic WANTS of the people and the steps in producing, 
protecting, distributing and utilizing the Fundamental Materials 
needed to help satisfy these WANTS with due regard to all per- 
tinent aspects of safety; of quality; of quantity; of unit cost; and 
of the morale of the individuals involved. It is essential that many 
individuals in the U.S.D.A. have a thorough grasp of this overall 
picture, rather than merely a grasp of narrow specialized seg- 
ments of it, as is too often the case today. 

In helping them gaim a sounder knowledge of the economic 
problems that face people everywhere, let us show them what is 
required to solve the economic problems of an individual, or group 
of individuals, such as we farmers and ranchers. 

As we do this we should keep in mind that all of us are con- 
sumers of Fundamental Materials, our own supply of which may, 
or may not be adequate to satisfy the legitimate WANTS and meet 
the NEEDS of each of us and our families, as the case may be. 

If we have enough of these Fundamental materials to satisfy 
the WANTS and meet the NEEDS of ourselves and the ones we 
hold dear, for the present and the forseeable future, our economic 
problems are solved. We have it made, regardless of the prices 
We receive or the money we have in our pockets. But if one or 
more of the Fundamental Materials or their constituents are in 
short supply we are in economic difficulties, regardless of the 
surpluses of other Fundamental Materials or Secondary Materials, 
including money, which we have on hand. 

To make this point clear, for example, you or I could smother 
to death in an air tight vault with millions of dollars in our hands. 
We could freeze to death for lack of proper clothing in a locker full 
of beef steaks. We could perish for lack of shelter during a bliz- 
zard in the middle of the best ranching land in the world. Or, we 
could be just plain hard up, year after year, because of a modest, 
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though not fatal, shortage of one or more Fundamental Materials. 
But when we come by all of these materials at the same time at a 
reasonable cost in human effort te procure them, we have a good 
living. If we can depend upon having enough of them for the 
forseeable future we have real economic security for ourselves and 
our families. Our economic problems are solved. 

What is even more important for the folks in the U.S.D.A. to 
understand, is that this is the one and only way our economic prob- 
lems can be solved. Every employee in the U.S.D.A. should think 
this through and know WHY it is true. 

Up to now many of the efforts of the U.S.D.A. to help farmers 
and ranchers solve their economic problems have centered around 
juggling prices and restricting production. In so far as these 
programs have made available more of the Fundamental Materials 
which are in short supply, or are disproportionately expensive, 
these programs have~been beneficial. In so far as they have de- 
creased the supply of such materials and increased the cost, they 
have made our economic problems more acute, regardless of the 
good intentions of their proponents to help us farmers and ranchers. 

All of we consumers, whether we live in the cities or in the 
country, compete in the same consumer market. If there is enough 
of a particular Fundamental Material, such as air, to go around, 
there is no economic struggle between those of us who have enough 
and those who have not simply because there are no “have nots” 
among us. But let a material be short and the “have nots” will 
try in one way, or another to get it away from the “haves”. This 
builds up economic struggles such as we witness continuously 
among various economic groups in the U.S.A, and throughout the 
world. We farmers and ranchers as one economic group, are caught 
up in this struggle. 

Each consumer market, or consumer supply of each Funda- 
mental Material is linked in one way or another to every other 
such market or supply. This linking mechanism in many cases is 
our high speed transportation facilities and the bulk of the supply 
flows rapidly to those consumers who have the greatest economic 
leverage, in other words ready cash to spend. 

People devote litterly billions of man hours every year planning 
ways and means of distributing money (purchasing power) so that 
everyone gets his fair share, with each economic groups trying to 
write its own ruler as to what is fair. Some groups rely on in- 
dividual initiative and ingenuity, others organize into powerful 
bargaining groups, while still others press for legislative action de- 
signed to put more ready cash into their own pockets. 

Again if such activities actually net a more adequate supply of 
those Fundamental Materials which are currently short, or exces- 
sively costly, they are a benefit and are actually accomplishing 
what they were intended to do, but if not, they are a detriment to 
all of us. 

In explaining this to the folks in the U.S.D.A. one will sooner, 
or later meet up with that wise chap who will say it is impossible 
to satisfy peoples WANTS, therefore what we are talking about 
doesn’t make sense. 

If we permit him to win this argument we must also admit that 
the practical economic problems which face us farmers and ranchers 
can never be solved. This I don’t believe many of us are willing 
to admit. 

To answer this argument it requires keen analysis and common 
sense. We must start with a list of the Fundamental Materials 
and their chemical constituents and check the supply against the 
amounts needed to satisfy the peoples WANTS and meet their 
NEEDS. 

As this is done we will make three important discoveries and 
so will the folks in the U.S.D.A. These discoveries are: 1. What 
our economic problems actually are in simple practical terms which 
we can all understand, namely in terms of shortages of specific 
Fundamental Materials. 2. Where the additional markets are in 
terms of the specific Fundamental Materials which we farmers and 
ranchers can profitably produce and sell. 3. How near we are to 
producing and distributing sufficient Fundamental Materials to 
satisfy the legitimate WANTS and meet the NEEDS of all we

consumers in America at a reasonable cost in human effort to 
procure them, with food protein of high nutritive quality being the 
outstanding exception, as I have explained in detai] in previous 
articles. 

If and when the markets for each of the Fundamental Materials 
in the United States and throughout the world are actually glutted 
and we are able to sell such materials only as fast as they are 
consumed or utilized our economic problems will be solved for all 
practical purposes. Until that time arrives we are faced with the 
opportunity to develop expanding markets. In either case we 
farmers and ranchers have a bright future ahead of us, if we take 
advantage of it. 4 

The folks in the U.S.D.A., cannot alone solve our economic prob- 
lems for us. Only by we people, all of us, working intelligently 
together, each for our own best long-range interests, can we pro- 
duce, protect, distribute and consume or utilize sufficient of the 
Fundamental Materials to satisfy our legitimate WANTS and meet 
our NEEDS. But the U.S.D.A. is in such a position that it could 
help provide the leadership we need, do a tremendous amount of 
teaching, and help develop the markets for those Fundamental 
Materials which are still in short supply, particularly food protein. 

This is going to require the Secretary of Agyiculture to take the 
time to personally study the list of Fundamental Materials and 
their constituents. This list must be as extensive and detailed as 
required so that he is fully satisfied in his own mind that he is 
giving due consideration to each one of the materials which the 
people of America characteristically consume, or utilize to help 
satisfy their WANTS and meet their NEEDS. 

In doing this the Secretary should consider all pertinent aspects 
of Safety; of Quality including technically measurable quality fac- 
tors as well as those which are judged by the five senses namely, 
taste, touch, smell, sight and hearing; of Quantity, not only the 
quantities available compared to minimum requirements, but com- 
pared to the amounts for maximum benefits and satisfaction; of 
Unit Cost in terms of human effort to procure them, as well as 
in money, raw materials and land use; and last but not least, of 
the Morale of the individuals involved including customs, habits, 
religious preferences and what the individual Fundamental Mate- 
rials will do for each of us in helping satisfy our WANTS and 
meeting our NEEDS. 

The above breakdown is the same one we have discussed in pre- 
vious articles. It is so simple, so universally applicable, and so 
basically factual, that sound scientists and businessmen cannot, and 
will not, deny its importance nor timeliness. I believe our, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture and the thinking men and women in his de- 
partment will also agree. 

It is a shame that every Secretary of Agriculture for decades 
past was not highly versed regarding the important points of this 
breakdown years before they each took office. Our present Secre- 
tary has a wonderful opportunity to make himself fully acquainted 
with these simple concepts. In the face of great controversies, 
wide spread dissertion among agricultural people and many other 
immediate problems, it is highly essential that the Secretary and 
those who work under him, have the clearest possible understand- 
ing of the simple undeniable facts which a systematic study of 
this breakdown brings forth, so they can give agriculture and the 
food industry the leadership and guidance it so sorely needs. 

Thousands of suggestions pour into Washington each year on 
how to solve the so called “farm problem”. As I have shown in 
previous articles this “farm problem” is primarily a “city” prob- 
lem. It is a “retailer-consumer problem” hinging largely upon the 
failure of city retailers and city consumers to stabaly sell and con- 
sume sufficient food protein to satisfy these peoples protein hunger 
and feed them well. 

Our selling of food protein at the retail level is absolutely ar- 
chaic. Scarcely one out of a thousand food shoppers, including the 
folks in the U.S.D.A., has the vaguest idea of how much protein 
he or she buys, its nutritive quality and its net cost. Retailers 
furnish practically none of this pertinent information to their 
customers. (Over) 
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This incredible state of ignorance and unsound business opera- 
tion can be personally verified by the Secretary of Agriculture at 
the closest food store, dairy, bakery or restaurant. 

Most of the employees of the U.S.D.A. are located in the cities. 
They buy at retail markets in the cities, and because of their lack 
of sound information regarding protein, are themselves unwitting- 
ly a part of the “city retailer-consumer” problem which many 
mistakenly call the “farm problem”. These folks in the U.S.D.A. 
overlook the fact that they are themselves as much of this prob- 
lem as other city dwellers and certainly more so than we farmers 
and ranchers. 

If someone doubts this ask him if he has ever recalled hearing 
any of the folks in the U.S.D.A. or their families cry out against 
the evil practice of having some 60% of their food dollars taken 
away from them for the protein they buy, without being given in- 
formation on how much protein was contained in each purchase, 
how good the feeding quality of that protein was, and how much it 
cost per pound or gram? I haven’t heard any protests, not even 
from the Director of Home Economics Research, nor the Secretary 
of Agriculture himself and I doubt if anyone else has cither. If 
and when we do hear such protests, it will be the best news we 
farmers and ranchers have heard in many years. We will then 
know that the U.S.D.A. is waking up and learning what our mar- 
keting problems are all about. 

What would happen, for example, if the protein content was 
suddenly omitted from the feed bags, or the cat and dog food cans? 
Everyone would be up in arms. Good state and federal employees 
would soon be rounding up the offending feed manufactures in all 
48 states for failure to comply with the labeling laws. We farmers, 
ranchers and pet lovers must have the pertinent facts about pro- 
tein so we can feed our animals properly at a minimum of cost. 

I wonder when we will be equally concerned about people? I 
wonder if the employees of the U.S.D.A. from the Secretary on 


down, have ever visited their local retail food protein outlets to 
actually learn WHY the food protein we produce is not sold in an 
intelligent and effective manner, as feed proteins have been sold 
for the past many years? If they have not done this we can cer- 
tainly suggest they do it at the first opportunity. 

The solution to the problems of feed and food price instability 
and surpluses have always existed in the retail stores and at the 
dinner tables ever since these problems showed their ugly heads 
some thirty-five years ago. This solution lies primarily in selling 
and using food protein intelligently and effectively. 


We have never sold food protein on a quality, quantity, unit 
cost basis as we have sold fats, oils, salt, vitamins, feed proteins 
and practically every other material which moves through the 
channels of trade. The opportunity to take the necessary construc- 
tive step to intelligently and effectively sell food protein have al- 
ways existed. The opportunity still exists for the U.S.D.A. to 
take a leading role in helping establish food protein in commerce 
on a sound, businesslike basis. 


It is our right, and in a certain sense our duty, to call this 
opportunity to the attention of the Secretary of Agriculture. I 
believe it would be a great help to him to know that there are 
those among us who believe that the outstanding economic prob- 
lems which now face agriculture can be solved in the market place 
in a sound, businesslike manner with a profit to everyone concerned 
and with even greater benefits to the consumers which includes 
all of us. 


Let us all do everything we can to help the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture see these opportunities and to take ad- 
vantage of them. We all want to whip agriculture’s marketing 
problems in the market place. Let’s work together to do it. 


Next month let’s discuss what we can do to help sell the 
protein we produce.

of the terminology that has been used. I 
certainly wouldn’t be foolhardy enough to 
try to paraphrase any of the scientific pa- 
pers that have been delivered, but I think I 
must receive them and interpret them my- 
self as a layman in the same way everybody 
else must, and actually, when you get down 
to it, there isn’t as much conflict or confu- 
sion as it first appears, because if you will 
eliminate for the moment the subject of 
dwarfism, all of the terminology that was 
used really can be reduced to one common 
factor, whether you are talking type, or 
grading, or selection, or classification, or 
testing. Aren’t you talking about one thing, 
the identification and selection of the best 
animal for the purpose for which it is in- 
tended? Now, it may be quite true, as Bob 
Williams said in his paper, that the fact the 
animal has a great showring record, doesn’t 
guarantee anything as to what kind of pro- 
ducing animal it is going to be, and doesn’t 
really guarantee anything, as to the produc- 
tion record, or efficiency of sire and dam of 
that animal. Yet, the fact is when you take 
all these terms and all these processes that 
we are talking about, wouldn’t the ideal be 
an animal that would grade “excellent” for 
all of these purposes? Isn’t that what we 
are really talking about and aiming at? 


One thing that struck me particularly was 
that when we are considering progeny and 
performance testing, again we must con- 
sider what it is that we are trying to do and 
therefore, the objectives and the nature of 
the testing will vary to some extent depend- 
ing upon whether it is in the dairy breeds 
or beef breeds, and depending on whether 
the operation is a commercial operation or is 
a purebred operation, Some of the questions 
that have been raised, and not answered, are 
as to the value of shows, the question of 
what we want, what we really want in the 
showring, the question of cataloging, so- 
called photo deception, footnotes, and as 
Bob Williams says, over stuffing. These are 
problems that aren’t readily solved, but they 
are things that we take out of this confer- 
ence to give further consideration to, There 
is the question of what we are going to do 
about setting up some kind of classification 
system. That involves matters for serious 
consideration by the Association, of course. 
Even if it is determined that some program 
of that kind should be initiated by the Asso- 
ciation, there would still remain a number 
of problems, namely the extent to which it 
should be under the auspices of an organiza- 
tion like the American Angus Association, 
or under the auspices of the universities and 
colleges, or a combination of the two, as 
happened in the State of Virginia, as out- 
lined to you by Dr. Marlowe. Then, there is 
a practical problem, after you decide you 
want a classification system, after you de- 
cide how you want it organized, and oper- 
ated, the question comes up right at the

field level. How do you get and train the 
men who do the classifying? In other words, 


“who will grade the graders,” because that 
is what it comes down to, and that is one 
of the big problems, even in Virginia, where 
Dr. Marlowe indicated the program is oper- 
ating with fair success at the present time. 


On the subject of dwarfism, I think that 
the gentlemen who have addressed us, and 
who have been working with us in the An- 
gus Association with this research program, 
have made great strides, They have already 
made great contributions to or thinking and 
to our knowledge in this field. They have 
recognized the limitations of the work they 
have already done, but they have expressed 
a determination to go on with it to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. In this field it seems to 
me that they have had a great deal to over- 
come. Half of the problems of the world, as 
somebody has said, are due to ignorance, but 
probably half of them are due to the fact 
we know so many things that aren’t so. In 
the field of dwarfism, these gentlemen have 
had to unlearn a lot of people, before they 
could learn them, That is not grammatical, 
but I am sure you follow me, On the subject 
of dwarfism, the practical problem that we 
take with us out of this conference, is what 
can we do that hasn’t already been done. I 
am not talking about what can Dr. Nelson, 
Dr. Hazel, and the others do, I am asking 
what can the American Angus Association 
do? We are grappling with this problem, 
and certainly intend to continue to cooperate 
with the Research Committee and others in 
the study of the problem. The object, of 
course, is to help find a method substantial- 
ly free from error, of identifying the car- 
riers of dwarf genes. After that the problem 
is how to make these results available in the 
field to the breeders. This involves consider- 
ations of cost, and the availability of tech- 
nical assistance. There is also the problem 
that has been brought out in these discus- 
sions of how to get people to use the results 
when we have them—these things aren’t 
self-executing. They aren’t automatic, and 
as we have seen many, many times, in the 
medical field, we still can’t get people to use 
things that are absolutely good for them, 
and indispensable to them. This is not a 
matter of coercion. It seems to me the As- 
sociation jointly with the scientists must 
give consideration to how, through educa- 
tion, persuasion, and leadership, we can get 
these results accepted. 


Many years ago there was a famous de- 
bate which most of us will remember from 
our school days between Hayne of South 
Carolina, and Daniel Webster, known as the 
Webster-Hayne debate. For some days be- 
fore Hayne made his attack on Webster, he 
had gone about the corridors and cloak 
rooms announcing to his friends what he 
was going to do to Webster. He finally 
made his great speech,—and it was a great 
speech,—and when Webster got up to an- 
swer, he demolished Hayne in one sentence. 
He said, “The vigor and success of the war 
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did not quite come up to the sounding 
phrases of the manifesto.” If I may para- 
phrase that, and reverse it, I want to say 
on behalf of the American Angus Associa- 
tion to President Hannah, to Dr. Nelson, and 
to their associates, that we think the achieve- 
ments of this conference have more than 
come up to the very pleasing terms of the 
prospectus that we had. Thank you very 
much.

Maybe that heifer will provide 
your son or daughter with “egg” money for 
some extras and maybe a college education. 
You know youngsters starting at 10 years of 
age and raising an 80 per cent calf crop with 
half bulls and half heifers will have around 
17 producing females when they finish club 
work at 21. How are you going to keep them 
on the farm? With good Angus heifers and 
I emphasize GOOD.

President, thank you for the warmth of 
your welcome here, for the use of these 
splendid facilities, and for the many cour- 
tesies, kindnesses, and cooperation extended 
to us already, and which we know will be 
further extended by Dr. Nelson, Professor 
Good, and their associates, These thanks I 
give you not only from the officers and di- 
rectors of the American Angus Association, 
and from the several hundred people gather- 
ed here for this conference, but I am sure I 
can do so in the name of the 32,000 mem- 
bers of the American Angus Association 
scattered throughout the States of the Union.

Your Veterinarian says... 


When Cows Don’t Come In Heat 

Not so long ago we talked with an owner 
who was becoming concerned about one of 
his good cows. He told us that the animal 
had freshened nearly three months before, 
had been milking exteremely well, but hadn’t 
had a heat period since calving, An inves- 
tigation showed that heavy milking was the 
reason why she failed to come in heat. This 
is a common reason for such trouble, and it 
isn’t surprising, for milk production and re- 
production are pretty closely related through 
hormonal action. However, there are other 
reasons why cows may fail to come in heat. 

This trouble is often believed to be caused 
by so-called “persistent yellow bodies” on 
the ovaries. It’s true that these structures 
will keep cows from coming in heat, and it’s 
also true that they sometimes affect healthy, 
well-kept animals without any apparent rea- 
son. On the other hand, there may be a good 
reason why the “yellow bodies” persist. 

For one thing, the cow may be pregnant, 
since it’s perfectly natural for one to re- 
main on an ovary through most of a cow’s 
gestation period. If the cow isn’t carrying a 
living calf, the “yellow body” may persist 
because of a dead “mummy” in her uterus. 
Cows may be pregnant even when there is 
no record of breeding, for owners sometimes 
forget tc mark down service dates. 

Then it sometimes happens that cows fail 
to come in heat simply because they don’t 
get enough to eat. Abscesses or tumors 
somewhere in the reproductive tract may 
also have the effect of preventing heat pe- 
riods. Animals that are sick or recovering 
from a severe attack of something like 
pneumonia can’t be expected to come in heat 
regularly, either. Failure to clean properly 
after calving followed by metritis may cause 
the uterus to fill up with pus so heat periods 
are prevented. Cows that are over nine 
years old sometimes fail to “come around” 
merely because they have reached a stage 
corresponding to old age in human beings. 
A bad infestation with lice, mange, mites, 
or internal parasites like stomach worms 
can keep cows from coming in heat, too. The 
“persistent yellow bodies” may go along 
with any of the above conditions and be 
blamed for trouble while the real cause is 
overlooked. 

The season of the year may be a factor, 
since the reproductive processes of cattle 
have a natural tendency to slow down dur- 
ing cold weather. Ages ago, cows didn’t 
come in heat at all during the winter, and 
modern animals sometimes act in the same 
manner, Failure to come in heat may also 
be due to missing ovaries as is usually the 
case in heifers that are born twins to bulls. 

Sometimes the cows are having regular 
heat periods, but are so quiet at such times 
that they aren’t noticed. A similar possi- 
bility concerns cows which have short heat

periods that come during the night when 
there is little chance of them being observed. 
In either case these animals may get an un- 
deserved reputation of being cows that aren’t 
coming in heat. 

Establishing the exact cause of heat fail- 
ures may turn out to be quite a job when 
there are so many possibilities involved. No 
single treatment will be suitable for all 
cases, of course. Sometimes there isn’t any, 
for there’s no way of curing old age or 
building new parts for a ruined reproductive 
system. At other times treatment need be 
nothing more than measures to improve 
management. 


There is certainly nothing to warrant the 
blind use of “shots” or vitamins or minerals 
that are given to all cows that fail to come 
in heat. These products have a definite place 
in sterility problems, and all are sometimes 
desirable, but they can be expensive with- 
out doing any good in a great many cases. 
Accordingly, we suggest that you be sure of 
why your cows aren’t coming in heat before 
you start treating them.

XI. The Problems of the Proteins 
INTRODUCTION 


The proper feeding of livestock to keep the animals healthy is 
mainly a problem of providing the extra essential proteins as sup- 
plements to the home-grown carbohydrate-rich crops. These ener- 
gy-providers usually give good yield on humid soils but insufficient 
proteins and other essentials coming along in them. Those climatic 
areas of soils developed under higher rainfalls, and under fertility 
depletion by that natural part of the climate, have always had their 
problems of protein deficiency in their forages. Those areas have 
been the main reason for the commercial feed business. They gave 
us the whole problem of “purchased protein supplements.” Con- 
sequently, the economics of getting those supplements is the major 
facter hindering the health of livestock. 


In hoping to make “cheap gains” or “cheap gallons” we are not 
depending very much on managing our own soils to grow, or to 
create, the products bringing those gains and gallons for us. But 
rather, we are shifting to the hope of buying the health via the 
market’s offerings of feed. We cannot, thereby, make our efforts 
dovetail into those put forth by the animals in their choices of feed 
and in their struggles for their own better health when they are 
grazing on mixed herbages of lush growth. That is what Nature 
offers in the wild during the spring season in which the births of 
the myriads of life forms are naturally scheduled. The purchases 
of supplements extends the protein life-lines from the soils which 
are deficient in growing this essential and all else, including both 
major and minor essential inorganic elements and special organic 
compounds of even medicinal services. Buying supplements lowers 
our view of the creation of domestic forms of animal life to the 
level of a simple economic transaction of costs and market prices, 
when for healthy animals it must be one of physiology, nutrition, 
health, reproduction and the creation of life by beginning with that 
potential in the soils which we cultivate supposedly for that high 


purpose. 


We are apt to forget that agriculture is, first, a natural biolog- 
ical performance, and, second, a financial transaction in the mar- 
ket place with the death of those biotic products rather than with 
their health and the survival of their respective species in prospect. 
If we have lost sight of the life of agriculture in our management 
of it, should we not anticipate considerable bad health and disaster 
when we are concerned with only its economics and the technologies 
appied to it? Bringing the livestock from birth to the slaughter- 
house is a biological matter proceeding according to the laws of 
Mother Nature. It challenges our more careful study. Once the 
animal is slaughtered, and life eliminated, then it becomes an object 
of technology and economics which can be fitted readily into the 
demands of these two man-made controls and manipulations as we 
might choose them. 


Definition of Proteins—A Problem of Confusion. 


Just what all ig included in the term “proteins” is not a clearly 
comprehended matter by even the sciences of organic chemistry and 
biochemistry. Proteins have always been characterized by the fact 
that they contain nitrogen combined with carbon, hydrogen, and 
oxygen. For that reason the nitrogen in many organic compounds 
has served to label them crudely as proteins. Unfortunately, this 
element, nitrogen, may take several chemical forms within the 
organic substances we grow as crops. As a truly protein form, it 
occurs as one atom of itself combined with two of kydrogen and 
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this so-called “amino nitrogen” or protein-characterizing unit is 
combined with a particular carbon atom in an organic chain com- 
pound of more carbon, hydrogen and oxygen atoms. The measuring 
of this kind of nitrogen necessitates burning the carbon and hydro- 
gen off to catch the nitrogen in the form of ammonia or in its com- 
bination with three, rather than two, atoms of hydrogen. 


Other combinations of nitrogen, which are not chemically com- 
bined so specifically, and which do not serve in the processes of 
nutrition for growth, protection, and reproduction of life forms as 
the amino nitrogen does, are also converted into ammonia by igni- 
tion in this chemical determination. Since the different compounds 
supplying the amino nitrogen vary widely in their percentage of 
nitrogen; and since we have been content to say that proteins con- 
tain an average of 16 percent of this element; then any forms other 
than amino-nitrogen bring much error into the determination of the 
proteins. We are labelling as “protein” all the nitrogen regardless 
of whether it might be ammonia, nitrate, nitrite, and other forms 
which the growing plant takes from the soil and we trust will be 
converted into amino-nitrogen and function truly ag a life-carrying 
protein. In feed analysis we have been selling organic and even in- 
organic nitrogen, but were believing we have thereby offered pro- 
tein supplements. 


The legume forages, and parts of the seeds such as milling re- 
mains, or seed cakes from which the oils have been extracted, were 
the pioneer concentrates as protein supplements to the hays and 
bulky carbohydrate matters of feeds. But these are no longer of- 
fered so extensively on the open market for economic transport to 
great distances, now that livestock production has become a more 
ambitious part of agriculture in most every farmed area. Proteins 
are a problem right at home on every farm. Milling products don’t 
move very far from the mill. Those grown in Kansas formerly 
moved as wheat to the eastern mills. They were the protein sup- 
plements for the New York City mill-shed. They served in feeding 
operations near that metropolis for its meat supply. Now those 
milled products move as commercial feed in bags. Soybeans are 
also moving but short distances as protein supplements for livestock 
feed. They are moving away from animal into human consumption 
where the problem of protein supplements is rapidly shifting from 
one of animal products to vegetable forms. We are seeing the 
problem of even crude proteins confining its solution to the soil 
areas where the soil fertility grows the proteins more commonly. 
The acuteness of the problem is emphasizing the soil as the re- 
sponsible factor under the crops. 


Biochemsitry is removing some of this confusion as to what 
proteins really are. Research has shown that the body’s needs 
for all that is included in the term “proteins” consists of the 
many demands for the separate components of proteins, namely 
for the amino acids. These are the units into which the proteins 
of foods are separated for their higher solubility, greater sim- 
plicity, and effective absorption by the processes of digestion. 
We are clearing away the confusion connected with the crude 
proteins measured by the amount of nitrogen multiplied by 6.25. 
We are now viewing the problem of the proteins as one of pro- 
viding the specific amounts of each amino acid required to keep 
the body in balance so far as intake and out-go of nitrogen are 
concerned. These include ten for the white rat and eight for 
the human. Then also, the provision of many of the others in 


the two dozen, now known, is required for their contributions to 
body processes not yet tabulated even for only nitrogen balance. 
It is this knowledge built up by study of body physiology that is 


outlining this problem, not as one of only the crude protein sup- 
It is 


plements, but one of providing the essential amino acids. 
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becoming necessary to know the kinds and the amounts of them 
in the feeds, and thereby the quality of the home grown and 
readily available protein in order to supplement it with those 
amino acids in which the array of those on hand is deficient. We 
are no longer concerned with the nutritional balance as simple as 
one of carbohydrates versus crude proteins. Instead we are con- 
cerned with nutrition balanced with respect to the required amino 
acids which those crude proteins provide in relation to the carbo- 
hydrates. 


The Problem of Growing the Essential Amino Acids 
In What Crops. 


The confusion resulting from our satisfaction with the crude 
protein contents of crops in certain ratios to the carbohydrates, as 
we make up our animal feeds, has allowed the declining soil fertility 
to bring more and more crops into use which may still have con- 
siderable nitrogen, but much of that may be in non-protein forms. 
Even much of what is protein may be deficient in two or three of 
the ten (or eight) essential amino acids. Mining our soils for 
larger yields of bushels and tons has consequently resulted in lower 
and lower quality of the forage and feed proteins with respect to 
their shortages in tryptophane, in methionine and in lysine. These 
are the three amino acids which we usually hope we get when we 
purchase protein supplements. 


We have not been testing the feed crops on the farm for their 
contents of tryptophane, for example, which has a unique chemical 


structure. In its carbon-chain part there is one amino nitrogen 
unit, or the truly protein form of this element. The human body 
digests this chain section out of the amino acid and uses it when 
we eat tryptophane. Another part of this essential amino acid is 
a carbon-ring form. This ring contains another nitrogen atom but 
not an amino form in it. Unfortunately this entire ring remains 
undisturbed by digestion. The ring nitrogen is not used by the 
body. Instead, that nitrogen is just so much deception by one 
hundred percent when we measure its total in tryptophane and con- 
sider it all as protein or amino nitrogen. This much nitrogen of 
even an essential amino acid passes unchanged through the diges- 
tion to be excreted as part of either the compound indole or of the 
slightly more complex skatole, both giving the common fecal odor. 
When we measure crude proteins by ash analyses for the nitrogen 
as the index of proteins, then, we are not measuring even the true 
proteins correctly. Much less are we taking an inventory of the 
essential amino acids in the crops we grow. We add much confu- 
sion about what feed quality we are growing in our crops when we 
know no more than that about the proteins in the supplements we 
purchase, and then combine the crops and the supplements and be- 
lieve we have solved the protein problem. By the increasing in- 
cidence of “disease” among our cattle resulting from that confu- 
sion, those poor beasts are paying for our ignorance of the nutri- 
tional values which our soils and crops are creating in terms of the 
essential amino acids in the proteins. 


Methionine, as the second commonly deficient amino acid among 
those essential, serves to supply sulfur in the protein form. It is 
related to cysteine, also a sulfur-carrying protein, but not neces- 
sarily an essential amino acid. Unfortunately sulfur, which is no 
more prevalent and no less deficient in our soils, in general, than 
phosphorus, has had little attention as a fertility element. It has 
been included unwittingly in commercial fertilizers when sulfuric 
acid is applied to phosphatic rocks to make their phosphorus more 
soluble and active. Sulfur-containing crops, like rape and all those 
allied to the cabbages, and like garlic and others in the onion group, 
were once considered important feeds and animal medicines. The 
latter are taken by preference in animal choice, even the garlic in 
the spring time, to suggest the animal’s verification of the medicinal 
values claimed for these pungent plants in connection with some 
baffling animal diseases, including Brucellosis. This commonly 
missing amino acid should cause our concern about sulfur in the 
soil’s fertility store, particularly when experiments applying more 
sulfur have resulted in more methionine in some crops to suggest 
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that these can be grown more nearly complete in protein by proper 
treatments to build soils accordingly. 

Lysine, another commonly deficient amino acid, is not distin- 
guished by any chemical structure widely different from most of 
the other amino acids, save that it has two amino nitrogen units. 
One is in the customary structural position while the other is at 
the end of the six carbon chain opposite the “acid” end. Like the 
tryptophane and the methionine, the lysine is deficient in the 
cereal grains. Fortunately all three are not so low in soybean meal 
or sesame meal, both of which represent possible concentrates for 
animal feed. They are all three much higher in certain fish, hence 
trish meal may be more significant for health than we realize for 
both humans and animals. Since fish must feed, in the last analy- 
sis, on the vegetative crop of the sea; and since they may need to 
eat the organic components which they assemble into their body 
preteins much the same as higher life forms must, there may be 
much value in putting some of the particular sea weeds into the 
animal diet. When the cattle in pastures along the sea coast wan- 
der to the beaches to search out and eat some of the vegetative in- 
wash, they may be demonstrating their refined choice there as they 
do of herbages with different fertility treatments. They may be 
finding differences in quality of the proteins as well as differences 
in the amounts of iodine and other trace elements in the kelps and 
other marine vegetation to which we would give emphasis by this 
unique search. 

Unfortunately in choosing the crops we grow, we have paid no 
attention to the quality of their proteins in such a great detail. We 
have appreciated legumes for their higher crude protein concentra- 
tions. But when they will not even grow on many soils, unless 
those are carefully fertilized, even the legumes are making up less 
and less of our home-grown feeds. We are not holding up the pro- 
tein supply from that source. We are increasing the shortages of 
commonly deficient amino acids in the feeds. We have believed 
that legumes grown on most any soil were taking nitrogen from the 
air, when perhaps they were growing like a non-legume on the soil 
nitrogen or were even losing seed-nitrogen back to the soil. With 
our choices from a variety of crops merely to grow them, we may 
be magnifying the confusion relative to the quality of feed protein 
we are producing for animal health and animal reproduction. 


Proteins Present a Problem of Balanced Soil Fertility 
For Particular Crops. 


The words “soil fertility” represent more than you might be- 
lieve from what is commonly reported as the contents of the fer- 
tilizer bag. That term includes all that comes from the soil to con- 
tribute in any way in the growth of plants. This divides itself into 
(a) the inorganic and (b) the organic parts. The inorganic divides 
itself further into (a) the major and (b) the minor or trace ele- 
ments. Then each of these groups may be divided again into (a) 
the cations, of positive electric charges by which they are active 
and move toward the cathode or negative pole of a battery circuit, 
and (b) the anions, of negative electric charges by which they are 
active and move toward the anode or positive pole. In the services 
by the inorganic cations in plant nutrition, we visualize them 
weathered out of the rocks and minerals as soluble, active ions; 
then they are adsorbed on the clay which results simultaneously 
from the weathered rock; and while not taken from there by water, 
they can be exchanged from there by any other positively charged 
ions. For that, the hydrogen resulting from the carbon dioxide 
excreted into the moisture around the root serves as an exchanger. 
This non-nutrient then takes the place on the clay for the nutrients 
made active to move them into the root for plant nourishment. 
Thus we get a clear vision of the activities of cationic fertility 
elements like calcium, magnesium, potassium, ammonium, iron, 
copper, zinc, manganese and sodium in accordance with chemical 
laws. According to these, they may be held in the soil against loss 
from there in pure water percolating through the soil. But yet, 
they may be taken by the plant root using sunshine power to give 
the carbohydrates respired by that root into the carbonic acid sur- 
rounding it and activating the soil fertility into plant nutrition. 
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Unfortunately, however, while we envision the clay of the soil 
as the large sluggish, negative colloidal molecule holding and ex- 
changing the above list of nutrient elements of positive charge, we 
do not comprehend too clearly just how the nutrient anions, like 
nitrate, chloride, iodine, sulfur, baron, phosphorus or molybdenum 
are held and exchanged into the plant root. Plausible theories con- 
cerning them have been formulated. Improved management of 
plant nutrition may result when they are fully established as the 
facts. 


The organic fertility is another division of plant nutrition the 
services of which research has not yet elucidated clearly. Chemical 
science has been less specific in its interpretation of organic reac- 
tions than it has in its elucidation of those inorganic. As a con- 
sequence, much controversy has arisen regarding organic matter in 
soil and in fertilizers for its services in plant nutrition in contrast 
to services from chemical salts. The organic compounds taken up 
from soils by crop roots for plant nutrition are the seriously neg- 
lected other half of soil fertility. Their production and conversion 
by soil microbes for increased plant growth with the advance of the 
season may mean more in the final composition of the proteins in 
the crop than we appreciate. 


When mushrooms, living almost wholly on decaying organic 
matter, are the most rapidly growing food crop we produce, should 
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we not believe that crops might be more speedily grown if there 
were more organic matter in the soil serving in their nutrition? 
Would it not be plausible to postulate that compounds as complex 
as the amino acids would be more quickly synthesized by crops if 
those organic creators could take up from the soil some organic 
compounds like indole and proprionic acid, for example, the con- 
stituent parts of tryptophane, which is also called indoleproprionic 
acid, and thus synthesize this essential amino acid more speedily 
than if only the elements, carbon, hydrogen, oxygen and nitrogen 
are the starting materials offered by the soil, water and air? 
The grazing cow taking grass, microbes, and soil all into her 
paunch, as a highly active and fermenting mass, suggests the im- 
portant role microbes play in converting organic matter from a 
chemically stable compound, like cellulose, into digestible food 
values for either the plant root or the cow’s alimentary canal. The 
cow’s paunch suggests her literally direct connection thereby with 
what resembles the soil and the organic matter of its production 
under microbial transformation at body temperature. It suggests 
the preparation for later digestion along the alimentary tract for 
introduction into the liquid protein stream which her blood rep- 
resents in nutrient balance with the entire body protein. Should it 
be a dangerous stretch of the imagination to visualize the cow’s 
blood as the combined organic and inorganic chemical expression by

“pole” bean, regardless of the same pedigree of all the seed. 


(raw) which changed the plant growth characters from “dwarf” to 
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the soil fertility growing her grazing really is? We have been slow 
to believe that the critical chemical testing of the levels of organic 
and inorganic essentials in the cow’s blood might give helpful sug- 
gestions on soil treatments ministering more directly to good an- 
imal health via preventions of diseases than drugs and potions do 
when they are aimed at the cure of health deficiencies. That soil 
treatments for growing more nutritious feeds can be surmised from 
analyses of the blood for improvement of animal health and for 
even prevention of diseases has already been demonstrated both 
abroad and in the United States. 

Proteins as the body’s protective agents against disease can be 
grown and chosen by, or administered to, the grazing animal ag its 
medicine in the form of nutritious feed only when the fertility of 
the soil is balanced for the particular crops by which those protein 
requirements result from their biosynthetic activities. Such pro- 
teins are problems of the proper choice of the crops and the proper 
choice of the fertility treatments on the soil. They are problems of 
all this good judgment coupled with the maximum help the animal 
can give by its behaviors to our critical study of even its blood 
stream or other body properties as they give suggestions about 
good health via complete nutrition for it. 

For too long a time have we had a fear of microbes. We have 
shunned the changed organic products resulting from the many 
microbial digestive activities. We forget that the cow’s paunch is 
an outstanding case of her use of the many changed organic prod- 
ucts the microbes can bring about within that voluminous organ. 
As a result she, quite different from the non-ruminating pig and 
chicken following her and requiring so-called “animal proteins” in 
their rations, can live wholly by vegetarian principles. She does 
not require animal proteins. 

We forget that microbial activities also in our foods contribute 
to their preservation and even improvement in nutritional values in 
terms of vitamins, and other special compounds when we use 
fermentations for preparation and preservation of sauerkraut, 
wines, beer, sauerturnips, sour milk, cheese, and other foods with 
distinct flavors. Microbes in the soil have even come into recogni- 
tion for the antibiotics they make. We have not yet appreciated 
the microbial flora and fauna of the soil for their services in trans- 
forming crop residues, plowed under, into not only organic frag- 
ments serving directly as organic nutrition of the crop, but into also 
the chelating agents for moving the inorganic fertility into the crop 
for more effective plant growth. All of these services emphasize 
the microbial connection with the plant’s production of the proteins. 
Nitrogen connects itself with the protein production of plants by 
coming even from the gaseous supply of it through the help of 
legume bacteria. But that occurs only when all inorganic elements 
of fertility are completely assembled and in proper ratios. Pro- 
teins are a problem in our health program because even organic 
fertility must be balanced too if we are to grow this food com- 
ponent which has not yet become a product which the industrial 
assembly line can put out. 


Biosynthesis of Proteins by Crops 
Via Soil’s Organic Remnants of Digested Proteins. 


The synthesis of the more commonly deficient amino acids, like 
tryptophane, or of the plant hormones like indole-acetic acid, for 
example, may require that the plant take up from the soil some 
organic molecules of larger dimensions excreted by animals from 
their digestion of amino acids. This was suggested by observations 
of the varied growth behaviors of Michigan dwarf bean plants. Dr. 
Frances M. Pottenger, of Monrovia, California grew these ordinary 
navy bean plants in some abandoned cat pens as a second phase in 
hig experimental studies of the differing nutritional values of (a) 
condensed, (b) evaporated, (c) pasteurized and (d) raw milks for 
cats during two years. These were combined with a constant allot- 
ment of cooked food as the diets for all of the cats. 

The pens had been filled with an infertile, well-washed, nearly- 
pure quartz sand. This was fertilized by only the urine and cat 
dung buried by them during the two years of these critical studies 
of cat nutrition. The pens were arranged according to the one 
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variable in the test, namely, the kind of milk fed the cats. They 
were separated, however, according to male and female sex of them. 

After the nutritional phase of the study of the cats was com- 
pleted, the pens were left abandoned for a time. They were ob- 
served, then, the tremendous differences in the volunteer weed crops 
of a single species according to the different treatments of the milk 
represented in the feed for the cats. All the urine and dung from 
the condensed, evaporated and pasteurized milks apparently did not 
put into the sand enough fertility even to invite weed growths, save 
for the pasteurized milk through the males. The raw milk, of the 
same composition as the original of the pasteurized, had put so 
much back, even after feeding the cats better in terms of physical 
vigor and persistent reproduction, that the weed growth filled the 
pens completely. (Figure 1-XI). 

In order to observe these matters more closely, the weeds were 
removed and the pens planted each with two rows of beans. The 
first significant fact demonstrated was the different growth be- 
haviors of the bean plants, even if all represented the same lot of 
seed. Wherever the cats’ diets contained the heated milks, the 
plant growth characters were those which one would cal] the 
“bush” or “dwarf” kind of bean. Where the buried dung from the 
cats fed the raw milk was the fertilizer, the plants were like “pole” 
beans with vines climbing the screened sides as high as six feet. 
Here were decided differences in the growth behaviors of the 
plants, not because of the claims of the plant breeder, but contrary 
to them and because of heat treatment of the feed (in some not to 
exceed 140°F. for half hour) going into the animals making the 
manure, which fertilized the soil growing them. 

Still more significant was the observation of the fecal odor in 
the bean seeds harvested from the “bush” type of plant growth in 
the pens of cats fed on heated milks. There was no such odor de- 
tectable from the seeds harvested where the buried dung was from 
cats consuming the raw milk or where the plant growth was of the 
“pole” bean type. 

Since indole and skatole are the common urinary and fecal ex- 
cretions resulting from digestive changes of tryptophane, one of 
the essential amino acids, it would seem mere hallucination to be- 
lieve these powerfully odoriferous compounds to have resulted from 
the plants’ regular creation of them from customary soil fertility 
elements. It is more logical to believe that some of the excretory 
organic compounds from the cat’s digestive, or from the microbial, 
transformations were taken up by the plants—after burial in the 
soil—and were transmitted into the seed without enough analytic 
or synthetic change to remove the odor. With the odor so charac- 
teristic to suggest no breakdown of the ring combination of the 
indole or skatole, there is much reason to believe that this is the 
correct route of travel of the organic compounds of protein poten- 
tial undergoing little change as these self-announcers reported to 
the nose at the outset and the finish of their apparent journey from 
the dung in the soil to the seed or the beans’ reproductive part. 

The chemical stability of indole and skatole, because they are 
ring compounds of carbon including nitrogen, is more reason to be- 
lieve in their movement within the soil, into the plant, and into its 
seed without chemical change. Few if any common microbes can 
break down the indole and skatole ring. Microbes or digestion may 
break the carbon side chain off from the ring when the combina- 
tion of these is tryptophane. One needs only to be reminded that 
indole-acetic acid, that is, the indole ring with an acetic acid side 
chain, is the common plant hormone giving pronounced growth of 
roots and of shoots extended into vines. This change in type of 
plant characters would not occur unless this larger molecular 
structure is absorbed into the plant cell. Indole taken up from the 
soil may became this hormone, that is, the indole-acetic acid, 
through but little chemical change, represented by the addition of 
a two-carbon chain to the indole ring. With not much more change 
through the addition of amino-proprionic acid, a three-carbon chain 
with the amino nitrogen, it becomes tryptophane. 

If this is the plant’s performance of starting its tryptophane 
resynthesis by using the indole going into the cat dung from the 
digestion of tryptophane, it suggests that indole might be the 
starter organic compound also for the plant’s synthesis of the in- 
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dole into the plant hormone changing the “bush” bean to a “pole” 
bean. The presence of the indole odor in the bean seeds, and its 
absence in others, suggests indole uptake for the plant’s possible 
conversion of this remnant of tryptophane back into it as a part of 
the bean species’ survival through complete protein in the seed, 
provided a little heat treatment for pasteurization—without any 
removals or additions—does not destroy some of the accompanying 
organic or inorganic matters. These may well be necessary ac- 
companiments of the indole for the biosynthesis of that again into 
the tryptophane by the plants. If these syntheses are prevented, 
then only the indole apparently is put into the bean seed as a frag- 
ment and not as the complete protein. Tryptophane may be more 
fundamental in the minutia of reproduction, like the genes and 
chromosomes, than we yet believe. 


Biotic Values in Animal Excreta Transcend Those Chemical. 


From such observations of the many integrated phenomena in 
the soils, in the plants and in the animals, there comes the sug- 
gestion that one of our most commonly deficient and essential 
amino acids may depend on specific organic compounds in the soil 
fertility for the synthesis of it as animal feed by our crops. There 
is the further suggestion that the required organic compounds re- 
sult from the digestion, excretion and return to the soil of such 
original amino acid by animals or microbes. That return keeps 
parts of it, like organic-ring compounds, in a cycle of organic 
matter going from the soil into protein via the plant’s synthetic 
activities and then from the protein in plants and animals back to 
the soil via animal digestion and excretion or in microbial wastes. 
There is the implication that we have not appreciated that cycle as 
possibly one of even very specific organic compounds when, in the 
absence of man, Nature builds a single crop to a glorious climax 
of pure stand without diseases and insects prohibiting. It implies 
further that the problem of the proteins may be a sin of our own 
omission of animal manures from the list of fertilizers for creating 
the proteins by which so much is done to guarantee animal health 
through good nutrition from the ground up. Perhaps the problem 
of the proteins is also a sin of commission, when we accept the 
concept of proteins by measuring only the ash nitrogen and apply 
this element in salt fertilizers for crops with our contentment and 
belief in their creating crude proteins thereby. Unfortunately the 
sickening animals must render the verdict regarding our moral 
code in connection with the management of our soils and our crops 
in their behalf for keeping them healthy. END

BLUE LAD OF BEETOWN 

For the past decade and a half, many of 
the best cattle in the Aberdeen-Angug herds 
and sale of Wisconsin have had the name of 
Blue Lad of Beetown 532269 in their pedi- 
grees, and it seemed that the more times the 
name appeared, the better the cattle were. 


The Aberdeen-Angus Champion Bull at the Wisconsin 
Mid-Winter Beef Futurity was Eric Burgess GR, 
shown by Lisle Blackbourn, Cassville. 


Three of his noteworthy sons were Eventua- 
tion Ensign 612399, Ebony Lad of Grant 
River 673482, and Eventuation of U. W. 
532269. It is safe to say that Blue Lad of 
Beetown has influenced more Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in Wisconsin than any other 
bull of his time, Unfortunately, no picture 
of him igs available to illustrate this story. 
Information was obtained in an interview 
with LaVern Blackbourn. 

Blue Lad of Beetown was born April 2, 
1937. The Blackbourng had bought ten head 
of heifers from Kenneth McGregor of Hart- 
ley Stock Farms. Five of them were by 
Revolution of Page 11th, and two by Even- 
tuation of Page; about half were with calf. 
There was an older cow, picked as an extra 
—it was LaVern’s mother’s pick, This cow 
was Blue Lady 4th of Page 506787, sired by 
Revolution of Page 11th and out of Blue 
Lady Glencarnock 11th. She was bred to 
Eventuation of Page 405575. The calf she 
dropped was “a dinger right from the jump”. 
He was Blue Lad. His mother re-acted when 
he was a little calf, so she was disposed of, 
and he was put on another cow. When he be- 
came a serviceable proved bull, he was sold 
to an artificial breeding ring at Waupun. 
Used there for three years, he was sold to 
Merle Castle of Carlock, near Peoria, Illi- 
nois. Mr. Castle found him hard to handle, 
so took him back to Waupun, Then the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin obtained him, used him 
until he couldn’t get around, and took him 
to the packing plant. Recently, a representa- 
tive of the artificial insemination ring which 
had used him years ago was around looking 
for some of the same breeding, because the 
good influence is becoming recognized in- 
creasingly. Most likely, the same trend will 
became apparent in breeding stock for nat- 
ural herd improvement.

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Report on Dwarfism Research 


Talk given by Dr. John F. Lasley, Univer- 
sity of Missouri, Columbia, Missouri at the 
Third American Angus Conference, March 
12, 1967. 


Thank you, Mr. Chairman. Ladies and 
gentlemen: I feel it is a privilege for me to 
come here to speak to you on our research 
work on dwarfism. I know that much has 
been said and written about our insulin test 
and when something such as this is passed 
along by word of mouth it can be changed 
quite a lot from what it was at the original 
source. For thie reason I am glad I can tell 
you first hand what we are doing in our re- 
search work now, what we have done in the 
past and what we plan to do in the future. 

Dwarfism, as you know, has become a 
very important problem. It is one of those 
problems one finds he has come face to face 
with before he realizes it. This situation re- 
minds me of the story of the fat lady that 
went to the theatre and handed the usher 
two tickets. The usher looked at her in a 
questioning way and then said, “Where is 
the other partv?” The lady blushed and 
finally said “Well, it’s this way, both of 
these tickets are for me. One seat isn’t very 
comfortable for me so I bought two for 
this performance.” The usher looked at and 
scratched his head and said, “That is okay 
with me, lady, but you have quite a problem 
here. One of these seats is number fifty-one 
and the other is sixty-three.” 

The insulin test for detecting carrier ani- 
mals is very new and because of this there 
are a lot of things we need to know about 
it. I was talking to Dr. Hazel yesterday, and 
he told me he started work on his X-ray 
technique in 1952. In contrast, we actually 
started work on the insulin test as it is now 
outlined during the summer of 1956. 

We were not too much interested in work- 
ing on dwarfism at Missouri for several 
years because we thought several times that 
the problem was about to be solved. Dr 
Gregory of California developed the profilo- 
meter, and we thought this was the answer. 
Then the Iowa group came along with the 
X-ray work and we were certain then that 
this was the answer. The data finally show- 
ed, however, that neither of these were like- 
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ly to be the complete answer for detecting 
carriers of the dwarf gene. This renewed 
our interest in the problem and we began to 
look for new lines of research on this prob- 
lem. 

We felt that since a dwarf is so different 
in appearance from normal animals that 
there just had to be some physiological 
cause for this difference The small size of 
the dwarf and its abnormal skeletal develop- 
ment led us to suspect that possibly the 
pituitary of some other endocrine gland of 
the body might not be functioning in a nor- 
mal manner. Some research workers had 
tried to determine the amount of hormones 
in the various glands of the body, but they 
were not in complete agreement as to wheth- 
er or not the dwarf differed from the normal 
animal in any of these, It seemed possible 
that even though the dwarf might have a 
normal amount of hormones present in the 
endocrine glands, that this might not be a 
good measure of their ability to affect some 
important physiological process in the body. 
On the other hand, it seemed possible to us 
that enough of the hormones yere released 
while the dwarfs were in a resting state so 
that they actually reacted no differently 
than the normal animals when subjected to 
certain blood tests. 

Our next line of reasoning was that per- 
haps even if the dwarfs did have normal 
amounts of hormones present in the blood 
stream while they were in a resting state 
they might not be able to produce enough of 
these in times of stress to meet their needs. 
It was thought then, that perhaps the dwarfs 
did not have the ability to keep certain sub- 
stances in the blood in balance when there 
was a definite need for a large amount of 
certain hormones in a very short period of 
time. 

There are many balancing mechanisms in 
the body, one of which functions to keep the 
level of sugar in the blood, within certain 
definite limits. If the blood sugar goes too 
high, insulin is normally released into the 
blood stream and brings the sugar level 
down. If not enough is available to bring the 
blood sugar level back to normal, it remains 
too high and sugar spills over into the urine. 
This is the case in the human diseage known 
as diabetes. In those cases when the blood 
sugar falls too low because of too much in- 
sulin, it is thought that the adrenal glands 
and the pituitary gland secrete hormones 
which brings it back to the normal level. It 
is not known exactly how the insulin and 
the hormones know when they are supposed 
to stop working against each other to main- 
tain the proper balance. It is known, how- 
ever, that when the blood sugar goes above 
or below a certain limit these hormones go 
into action much as a gas furnace which is 
controlled by a thermostat turns the heat on 


or off to keep a building at a constant tem- 
perature. 

The first question we investigated was 
whether or not the blood sugar regulating 
mechanism worked normally in the dwarf. 
In other words, we were interested in deter- 
mining if the dwarf possessed the ability to 
raise the blood sugar to normal once it had 
been lowered by injections. We attempted 
to answer this by taking a blood sample 
from the jugular vein of the dwarf and then 
injecting insulin; Other blood samples were 
later taken at regular intervals of time over 
a period of several hours. The amount of 
sugar present in each blood sample was 
later determined in the laboratory. Similar 
studies were also made with known carrier 
and pedigree-clean cows in order to compare 
their reaction in insulin injections with that 
of the dwarf. 

The results of these studies indicated that 
the dwarf, on the average, had a lower 
level of blood sugar in the resting state, 
dropped more quickly and to a lower level 
after insulin than the normal animals and 
was much slower in bringing the blood 
sugar level back to normal after insulin. 
Average differences also seemed to be 
present in carrier and pedigree-clean cows, 
but this difference was not great enough to 
be used to separate individuals because of 
considerabie overlap between animals of the 


two genotvpes. The preliminary work did 
indicate that the blood sugar-regulating- 
mechansim in the dwarf was not functioning 
proverly and this micht be due to a defi- 
ciency in the pituitary or possibly the 
adrenal glands. 

The most logical test for adrenal activity, 


as pointed out by research work with 
small laboratory animals, is to determine 
changes in the numbers and kinds of white 
cells in the blood stream after periods of 
stress since insulin causes stress. we put a 
graduate student to work making routine 
white cell counts in all blood samvles taken 
at the various intervals following insulin in- 
jections in the blood sugar studies. When we 
later assembled the data on dwarfs we noted 
that actuallv the number of white cells in 
the blood after insulin changed very little, 
reaching a slicht peak in most cases several 
hours after insulin iniections. Our next step 
was to study the reaction of known carrier 
and pedigree-clean cows under similar con- 
ditions. It was with the normal] sized ani- 
mals that the lack of experience of the 
graduate student in blood studies paid off. 
He not onlv counted the regular white cells 
that trained technicians count, but he also 
counted evervthing else he saw that looked 
like a cell. Later, we discovered that he 
wasn’t supposed to count the less distinct 
objects, but the fact that he did count them 
led us to an important discovery. We found 
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that after insulin injections the pedigree- 
clean cows showed a rapid and marked in- 
crease in total cell numbers whereas in the 
known carrier cows this was intermediate 
between dwarfs and pedigree-clean cows. 
The differences between carrier and pedi- 
gree-clean cows was not always complete, 
but it seemed to be great enough to show 
some promise in detecting carriers of the 
dwarf gene. 

In the preliminary studies, blood collect- 
ions were made over a period of ten to 
twelve hours. We knew that such a long test 
period was not practical so we changed the 
time schedule for collecting blood samples 
to every hour and ran the test for six hours 
on three known carriers and three pedigree- 
clean cows, From this experiment, we arriv- 
ed at a technique of taking three blood 
samples as a basis of the test. One sample 
was taken just before the insulin was inject- 
ed, another in one hour and a third two 
hours after insulin injections, Blood smears 
were made immediately after the blood 
sample was collected and a total cell count 
was made on the fresh blood as quickly as 
possible. 

The total number of cells per unit of blood 
continued to rise in the carriers from the 
first to the third sample. In the pedigree- 
clean cows the total] cell numbers reached a 
peak at one hour and had declined by sever- 
al thousands per cubic millimeters at two 
hours or in the third blood sample. To date, 
most of the cattle we have tested have 
reacted either as carriers or pedigree-clean 
on the basis of the total cell count although 
in a few instances some individuals fall mid- 
way between the two and no definite classi- 
fication is possible. A second test conducted 
on some of these cows has proved to be more 
clear cut, one way or another, and has made 
a more definite classification possible. 


A further study also indicated that 
changes in the percentage of lymphocytes 
and neutrophils, two different kinds of white 
cells in the blood, after insulin injections 
were somewhat different in carrier and pedi- 
gree-clean cows. This reaction was not as 
clear cut, however, as was the change in 
total cell numbers. On the average, the 
known carrier cows increased slightly in the 
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percentage of lymphocytes from the initial 
sample to the one collected at the first hour. 
The pedigree-clean cows, on the other hand, 
showed a definite decrease in these white 
cells. Since the lymphocytes and the neutro- 
phils make up most of the white cells found 
in cattle blood, a decrease in the percentage 
of lymphocytes would be expected to be 
accompanied by a similar percentage in- 
crease in neutrophils. 

We are not making any claims as to the 
accuracy of the insulin test at this time al- 
though we feel very encouraged with our 
results. We feel that more research work is 
needed to test results obtained under a wide 
variety of environmental] conditions. Most of 
our preliminary work was done in the sum- 
mer and fall with mature cows. Some work 
has been done with bulls and younger ani- 
mals. We have been able to divide most ani- 
mals in these two groups into one that 
reacts as the carrier cows and one that acts 
as those which are pedigree-clean. Very 
little is known about the effect of climate, 
temperature and age of the animal on the 
response to insulin. It is known that certain

climatic factors can influence some hormone 
reactions in animals, and it is possible the 
same could be true with the insulin test. 
More work also needs to be done to test 
more fully the dosage of insulin needed 
under varying conditions to obtain the maxi- 
mun or desired response. 

Another important problem that needs to 
be solved is the identity of the small cells, 
or objects, other than the standard white 
cells which appear in the blood stream in 
larger numbers after insulin injections. They 
may be large platelets, fragments of white 
or red cells, or red cells that don’t break 
down when diluted with the fluids used in 
making white cell counts. Regardless of 
their identity, it takes considerable skill to

count them accurately, and laboratory tech- 
nicians who make routine white cell counts 
will not count them at all. When these are 
not counted, an actual decrease in the total 
number of white cells will be noted after 
insulin injections rather than an increase. 

Although dwarfism has been quite a prob- 
lem in the last few years, we feel that the 
solution eventually will be worked out in 
the future. Any problem can be solved if 
enough time and effort is applied. Speaking 
of solving problems, reminds me of the 
story of Pat in World War I. He was in 
France with the Allies when he received a 
letter from his wife in Ireland. She wrote, 
“Pat, I’m in an awful fix here at home. The 
garden needs to be spaded and I’m not able 
to do it. I can’t hire anyone to do it because 
there isn’t a single able-bodied man left in 
Ireland. What in the world am I going to 
do?” Pat wrote back to his wife realizing 
that any letter he sent would be censored. 
His letter was short and to the point and he 
wrote, “Don’t dig up the garden, That is 
where the guns are hidden.” In a few days 
he received another letter from his wife and 
she wrote, “Pat, shortly after I got your 
last letter some soldiers came and dug up 
the garden from one end to the other. What 
in the world shall I do?” Pat replied in just 
two words. “Plant spuds.”

on feed less than three months were only 
up two per cent. It went on to say that nine 
per cent more cattle from 600 to 900 lbs. 
were in feedlots than last year. It was in- 
dicated that feeders intend to market forty- 
seven per cent of the cattle on feed by July 
1, compared with fifty-one percent a year 
ago.

to finance promotion of additional meat 
sales. Cattle, hog, and lamb producers would 
be included in the program as proposed in 
current legislation, S 646. 

Many local and state producer groups 
have testified in favor of such legislation 
in hearings on Capitol Hill. But leaders of 
both the American Farm Bureau and Farm- 
ers Union are against it. Main concern of 
farm leaders appears to be that promotion 
of one kind of meat might simply mean 
fewer sales of another. Farmers would there- 
fore be paying for a program, the argument 
goes, that puts them into competition with 
each other. 

Development of producer-financed promo- 
tion and advertising, says Farm Bureau 
Chief, Charles Shuman, might also mean 
that a part of the cost of present industry 


efforts simply would be transferred to stock- 
men from processors and retailers. 


Humane slaughter of livestock is some- 
thing nobody is against, but the subject is 
still becoming a hot issue. Humane societies 
and women’s groups have peppered farm 
lawmakers with a near-record number of 
letters, calling for a federal law to enforce 
“humane” slaughter methods in packing 
plants. 

The USDA and farm organizations are 
against compulsory federal supervision of 
slaughter methods. But farm officials and 
leaders feel they cannot be against the idea 
behind the proposals. 

Agricultural interests, therefore, have 
been coming up with bills of their own. 
Probably the one getting the most attention 
is S. 1213 introduced by Sen. Arthur V. 
Wakins of Utah. 

Mr. Wakins, whose bill has the formal 
approval of Secretary Benson, says that he 
wants to “promote” instead of “require” 
improved methods of slaughter. His legis- 
lation also calls for study of improved meth- 
ods of handling livestock before slaughter. 


“Instead of being restrictive and manda- 
tory,” says Mr. Wakins, “my program seeks 
full cooperation of all...to seek out the 
best methods and incorporate them broadly 
into a national program.”

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British Angus Exports Top All Breeds; 


West Germany Big Buyer With 193 Head 


The Aberdeen-Angus breed has outstrip- 
ped all its rivals in Britain’s livestock ex- 
port drive. Figures released May 6 by the 
Livestock Export Group reveal that for the 
first time, Britain iast year exported more 
Aberdeen-Angus animals than those of any 
other breed of cattle, sheep, pigs, horses or 
ponies. 

Last year’s livestock export figures also 
show that almost as many Aberdeen-Angus 
were sold to overseas buyers as the total 
from all the other beef breeds together. This 
comparison is unprecedented in the history 
of Britain’s livestock industry. 

Following the Aberdeen-Angus export 
figure of 505 head, are the Large White 
breed of pigs with 361. Next come Beef 
Shorthorns with 258, and Herefords with 209. 

The largest single purchaser of any one 
British cattle breed last year was Germany, 
which bought a total of 193 Aberdeen- 
Angus. Next came U.S.A., which imported 
169 Angus. A feature of these figures is 
that the Aberdeen-Angus breed achieved its 
new record in spite of a sharp fall in ex- 
ports to Argentina, due mainly to the polit- 
ical upheavals in that country. 

Another outstanding fact is that the ex- 
ports of Aberdeen-Angus so far this year

are roughly double those of the 1956 record. 
Argentina, in particular, is buying more 
“Blacks” this year. 

Mr. Hugh R. Neilson, Secretary of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society, commenting 
on the export figures, said: “This new rec- 
ord certainly sets the seal on a great year 
of achievement for the breed, New record 
prices were paid, many show-ring awards 
were won, and hundreds of new breeders 
have joined the Society. 

“The reasons for this upsurge in the 
breed’s popularity are too manifold to men- 
tion, but undoubtedly a large part of the 
explanation can be traced to a rising world- 
wide demand for the very best in beef. 

“This new demand would seem to be a 
reaction to the lean years of the last war, 
when most countries were forced to eke out 
their meat supplies with poor quality beef. 
Nowadays, after the doldrums of war time 
and the immediate post war period, high- 
grade beef with Aberdeen-Angus in the fore- 
front, seems to be back in its rightful place.”

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The Virginia System for Performance 
Testing Beef Cattle On The Farm 


Talk presented by Dr, Thomas J. Marlowe, 
Associate Professor of Animal Husbandry, Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic Institute, before the Third 
American Angus Conference at Michigan State 
College, East Lansing, Michigan on March 
11, 1957. 


There is much talk in beef cattle circles 
these days about performance testing. We 
might start off this discussion by asking the 
question, what is performance testing? We 
like to define performance testing as the ac- 
tual measuring of the performance of an in- 
dividual animal, or a group of animals, in 
regard to a given trait or a number of traits. 
Before a measurement can have much mean- 
ing, however, it must be compared with 
some standard, The mere fact that an an- 
imal has been tested for performance does 
not change the value of that animal one iota. 
It simply shows the relative standing of 
the animal in regard to a given trait when 
compared to other animals or to some stand- 
ard. Because one-half of the animals tested 
will be below the average of the group, 
progress will be made only when those an- 
imals are selected for breeding purposes 
which perform above the average of the 
group. 


The standard adopted from comparison in 
Virginia was based on the average perform- 
ance of a large number of calves produced in 
the experimental herds at the Beef Cattle 
Research Station, Front Royal, Virginia. It 
was found that the average calf, receiving 
no supplemental feed prior to weaning, grew 
at a rate of about 1.70 pounds per day and 
graded in the middle of the Good grade. An 
equation was constructed using these values 
to give an index value of 100 for an aver- 
age calf and to also give equal emphasis to 
type and to growth rate. In other words, a 
calf which grew at a rate of 1.70 pounds per 
day and graded in the middle of the good 
grade received 50 points for growth and 50 
points for type, By adding these two factors 
together we arrived at an index value of 
100. This provided a convenient standard for 
evaluating the merits of an_ individual 
animal. 
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Performance testing of beef cattle on the 
farms of the breeders in Virginia was an 
outgrowth of the research conducted at 
Blacksburg, the Beef Cattle Research Sta- 
tion at Front Royal, and other experiment 
stations throughout the country. It started 
as a pilot test with 9 Angus breeders in 
1953. Last year we indexed more than 4200 
calves and yearling cattle in 96 herds. 


The Virginia Beef Cattle Improvement 
Association was officially organized on Jan- 
uary 26, 1955. We believe it to be the first 
organization of its kind in the nation. A con- 
stitution and by-laws was written and oper- 
ating procedures and policies were adopted 
in order to standardize the program through- 
out the state. The Virginia program differs 
from most testing programs in the Western 
states in two respects, most of the cattle 
tested are in purebred herds and much more 
attention is given to type and conformation 
than in other states. 

Traits Under Selection 

There are many traits of economic impor- 
tance which should be considered in the se- 
lection of breeding stock. Some of the more 
important ones are (1) regular reproduc- 
tion; (2) rapid growth rate, both before and 
after weaning; (3) efficiency of feed utili- 
zation; (4) desirable type, or quality ‘of 
product being produced, (5) longevity, or 
length of time that an animal remains in the 
herd; (6) milking and mothering ability in 
the females; and (7) ruggedness, bone and 
strong feet and legs in the bulls. These 
traits are not necessarily listed in order of 
their importance. 

Some of these traits are selected for di- 
rectly in our performance testing program, 
such as rapid growth rate, desirable type 
and conformation, and regular reproduction. 
Other factors are selected for indirectly, for 
example, in selecting calves that grow the 
fastest up to weaning time, we are automat- 
ically selecting for milking and mothering 
ability. Since the cows that stay in the herd 
the longest will have more opportunity for 
their offspring to be retained for breeding 
purposes, this trait is also selected for au- 
tomatically. The correlation between growth 
rate and efficiency of feed utilization ap- 
pears to be sufficiently high to make it un- 
necessary to select for both traits; in select- 
ing for one trait one automatically selects 
for the other trait also. Fortunately the 
heritability of most of these traits is suf- 
ficiently high for progress to be made by 
individual selection for high performance 
in these traits, Some mistakes will be made 
and those will have to be weeded out through 
progeny tests. 


How the Program Operates 


All of the data collected in the Virginia 
BCIA performance testing program is han- 
dled on IBM cards. When a breeder enters 
the program he is given an IBM card for 
each cow in his herd. As the calves arrive 
he enters certain basic information on the 
cards, such as birth date, birth weight, sex, 
and an identification number for the calf 
and its sire and dam, and mails them to the 
secretary of the association in Blacksburg. 
The information is punched into the cards 
and all of the cards from one herd are run 
through an IBM tabulator to make a listing 
for use at the time of weighing and grading 
the calves. Just prior to weaning, a team of 
two men visit each farm, weigh and grade 
all of the calves, and mail the information 
back to the office in Blacksburg. A portable 
scale is used on the farms where the breed- 
ers do not have their own. The weight, type 
score, and other information taken by the 
weighing and grading team is punched into 
the IBM Cards. The cards are run through 
a computer to obtain average daily growth 
rates from birth to weaning, These values 
are adjusted for differences due to the age 
of the cow, the sex of the calf, season of 
calving, and age of calf. The adjusted 
growth rate is used along with the type 
score to obtain an index value. 


All of the calves by one sire are listed to- 
gether and such information as age, weight, 
average daily gain, type score, and index 
value is shown for each calf and the aver- 
age for all calves by each sire. This inform- 
ation is mailed to the breeder to aid him in 
selecting his breeding stock and in culling 
the lower producers. 

Type Scoring System 

Approximately 75% of the herds tested in 
the Virginia program are purebred herds. 
These breeders are particularly interested in 
retaining the excellent type which they now 
have in their cattle, consequently, our index 
was constructed so as to give equal emphasis 
to type and to growth rate. In order to en- 
able us to obtain average type scores we 
have adopted a numerical system of scoring 
these animals. The grades are fancy, choice, 
good and common, We have divided each of 
these classes into a top, middle and bottom 
third of a grade. The numerical] values for 
these grades are 15 through 17 for fancy, 
12 through 14 for choice, 9 through 11 for 
good, and 6 through 8 for common. Lower 
numbers are used to indicate extremely in- 
ferior animals as well as dwarfs, dead 
calves, and animals which are not available 
for indexing at the time of the farm visit. 
A few colored slides showing animals of 
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these various grades will help you to better 
understand our system. We shall also dem- 
onstrate our scoring system this afternoon 
by using animals which the university shall 
make available to us. 
Study Reveals Tremendous Differences 
in Performance 


The average growth rate of the more than 
3,600 calves indexed at weaning time during 
1956 was 1.73 pounds per day. The average 
type score was 11.8 (low choice) and the 
average index value was 110, The herd aver- 
ages ranged in index values from 59 to 145, 
in daily growth rate from 1.03 to 2.25 and 
in type score from 7.2 (medium) to 14.7 
(low fancy). Of greater interest, however, 
wag the tremendous variation in perform- 
ance of cattle in the same herd and under 
similar feeding and management practices. 

About three-fourths of the herds in which 
a substantial number of calves were sired by 
two or more bulls showed average differ- 
enees between the offspring of the high and 
low performing sires within each herd of 
more than .1 pound per day. The average 
difference between the high and low sire 
progenies for all of these herds was slightly 
over .2 pounds per day, er almost 45 pounds 
per calf at 7 months of age. The greatest 
difference found between sire progeny 
groups on any farm was .45 pounds per day, 
or 95 pounds per calf at 7 months of age. 
There were differences as great as 300 
pounds between calves at weaning time in 
the same herd and out of cows mated to the 
same bull. 

I believe that I can best demonstrate these 
differences to you by showing you the re- 
sults from one outstanding commercial herd 
in which 168 calves were indexed. This par- 
ticular herd was selected for several rea- 
sons: All calves were sired by half brothers, 
all calves were creep fed, the herd was large 
enough to demonstrate some real differ- 
ences, the performance of the herd was con- 
siderably above the state average, and there 
was no selection of the cows to be mated to 
the various bulls. The difference in the av- 
erage type score of the calf by the several 
bulls was quite small, but the growth rate 
ranged from 1.89 to 2.12 pounds per day, or 
an average difference of 49 pounds per calf 
at 7 months of age between the calves by 
the high and low performance sires. Theoret- 
ically, the variation among calves by the 
same sire may be attributed to the varia- 
tion in cow performance. Calves by the top 
performing sire varied in growth rate from 
1.39 to 2.81 pounds of gain per day and in 
type rating from 8 (top medium) to 14 (top- 
choice). In other words, there was a differ- 
ence of 300 pounds at 7 months of age be- 
tween the performance of the calves by two 
cows mated to the same bull. Both cows 
were 9 yéars old and had been in the herd 
for the same length of time. When we com- 
pared the performance of the top 25% of 
the cows to the bottom 25% of the cows we 
found there was an average difference of 
146 pounds per calf at 7 months of age. 
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Because calves vary in age at weaning 
time by as much as 90 days or more such 
tremendous differences in growth rate as 
these are difficult to see without the aid of 
a seale. The only way to know for sure 
whether a calf is large because he has grown 
fast or because he is older is to record his 
birth date, birth weight, weigh him at 
weaning time and calculate his actual 
growth rate. 
Performance Testing Young Bulls 

In February, 1956 the Virginia Beef Cat- 
tle Improvement Association adoptea two 
procedures for making performance tested 
bulls available to commercial cattle pro- 
ducers and other purebred breeders. Plan 
No. 1 was an extension of our performance 
testing program for calves. The breeder se- 
lects the bull calves with the highest index 
values at weaning time, puts them on full 
feed for a period of five or six months and 
has them re-indexed. Each animal’s per- 
formance record as a calf, his performance 
from birth to the end of the feed lot test and 
the performance of all of the offspring of 
his sire and dam are made available to the 
breed association secretary. This informa- 
tion is then available to any prospective 
buyer. Plan No. 2 was recommended by the 
Virginia BCIA for use in breed association 
sponsored sales throughout the state. Under 
this program all bulls offered for sale are 
weighed on sale day and their growth rate 
ealeulated from birth and provided the buy- 
er during the sale, This procedure was used 
in three sales in Virginia in 1956. 

How Breeders Use BCIA Information 

For Herd Improvement 

If a breeder’s feeding and manzgement 
practices are not up to par he is advised that 
he can make the most rapid improvement in 
his herd by improving his feeding program, 
controlling internal and external parasites, 
eradication of any disease problems and 
through general improvement in herd man- 
agement. Unless the animals are given an 
opportunity to perform fairly close to their 
maximum potential, the breeder will not be 
able to select these animals which have the 
largest number of desirable genes for the 
trait under selection. 

After the breeder has corrected any defici- 
encies in his feeding and management prac- 
tices, we recommend the following proce- 
dures for making genetic improvement in 
his herd: 

1. Progeny test the bulls that you are 
using by alloting to each of them a similar 
group of cows, in order to give each bull a 
fair test. 

2. Select the bull whose calves have (a) 
the highest adjusted average growth rate 
from birth to weaning and the highest aver- 
age type score at weaning, or (b) the high- 
est index value when equal emphasis is giv- 
en to growth rate and to type score. 

3. Select the top producing cows to be 
mated to the top performing bull on the 
basis of the average performance of all of 
her offspring and set these cows aside as 
your “replacement” herd. 


4. Replace cows in your “replacement” 
herd with superior cows as they become 
available. 

5. Select your replacement heifers from 
this herd; that is, out of your top cows 
mated to your superior sire. 

6. Keep more of the high indexed heif- 
ers out of your “replacement” herd than you 
actually need for replacements. Weigh them 
on to grass in the spring, after they have 
been wintered at a fairly good level of nu- 
trition, and weigh them off again in the 
fall and give them a new type score. Caleu- 
late a new summer yearling index and retain 
those heifers with the highest indexes for 
your breeding herd. 

7. Make a pregnancy check at the end of 
the grazing season after breeding and 
eliminate: (a) all heifers who are not with 
calf, (b) all cows from the bottom end of 
the herd who are not with calf, and (c) as 
many other low producing cows as you have 
good heifers to replace them. 

8. Place the bull calves with the highest 
weanling index on full feed for a period of 
5 to 6 months and reindex at 15 months or 
older. Offer them for sale as performance 
tested bulls.

Experimental studies indicate that a 1,000 
pound cow breathes into the air approxi- 
mately 10 pounds of moisture per day. Thus 
from a herd of forty-two cows there would 
be given off 420 pounds, or about 50 gallons 
of water per day. This amount of moisture 
must be removed daily in order to keep the 
barn free from dampness. 

When ventilation is poor and there is a 
difference of several degrees between inside 
and outside temperature, the moisture con- 
densation forms frost. Thus, condensation 
on the walls or other surfaces of barns, 
along with wet animals, gives evidence of 
unsatisfactory moisture conditions. Such 
condensation is objectionable because it is 
harmful for animals to go from a moist, 
warm barn into the cold outside air and be- 
cause the excess moisture causes the struc- 
ture to decay or deteriorate. Thus, in no case 
should warmth of a building be obtained at 
the cost of poor ventilation. 

It is difficult figure for the 
amount of air space to be allotted each an- 
imal. A rule of thumb calls for about 60 
cubic feet per 100 pounds body weight, but 
sheep should be allowed one-half more. 

Ventilation may be secured by various 
systems, The simplest method usually con- 
sists of one or more of the following: (1) 
open shed, (2) open doors, (3) windows that 
open inwardly from the top, or (4) building 
or stall partitions left slatted or open at the 
top. A more complete method of ventilating 
tight buildings consists of a system of in- 
take and out take flues operated on the basis 
of either gravity or forced ventilation. 
Whatever the system, proper ventilation is 
one in which the foul air is drawn off and 
harmful humidity conditions are eliminated 
without excess heat loss or creation of

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2. Keep barn idle for one month or long- 
er.—All barns should be emptied of animals 
for a minimum period of one month each 
year; thus permitting thorough cleaning, 
disinfecting, and drying out. 


3. Provide for proper manure disposal.— 
Situations that compel animals to live in 
close contact with their own body excreta 
are one of the most injurious to physical 
well-being. Urine, feces, exhalations, and 
nose and mouth discharges may often con- 
tain disease-producing agents, and furnish 
an ideal medium for the growth of micro- 
organisms, Stockmen are fully aware of the 
miraculous recovery many animals undergo 
when taken from small, unsanitary en- 
closures to good, clean pastures. 


The importance of removing excrement 
frequently from the immediate surroundings 
(enclosures, barns, and loafing sheds) can- 
not be stressed too much. The method of 
disposal of solid and liquid manure is also 
very important. As this manure may contain 
a variety of various parasites and eggs, 
proper dispersal offers an excellent oppor- 
tunity for breaking the life cycles of these 
parasites. On the other hand, if left in an 
accessible place for animals, manure can be 
a rich never-ending source of disease and 
parasitism. 


In order to insure the killing of many 
harmful parasites, one may store manure 
(for two weeks to a month) so that the heat 
generated will cause their death. It should 
be stored in a covered concrete pit and 
located far enough away from the buildings 
to prevent contamination. These enclosures 
should be inaccessible to all animals, Spray- 
ing manure pits with DDT makes it possible 
to inhibit fly development. If the manure is 
believed to be free of specific infectious 
micro-organisms (for example, tuberculosis 
and brucellosis), it may be spread daily on 
arable land containing no animals, Here the 
purifying elements—such as rain, sunshine, 
soil and vegetable processes—will tend to 
render the manure sanitary. Food and water 
should always be protected from contamina- 
tion by manure. 


It is also important that the manure 
spreader should not move from areas where 
commercial, sick, and/or isolated animals are 
held into areas where breeding animals are 
kept. 


4. Rotate pastures. — Pasture rotation 
provides a very practical method of control 
of many diseases and parasites. Permanent 
pasture used by one species of animal may 
be regarded as highly dangerous for profit- 
able endeavors. A method by which land 
areas for pasturage are systematically 
changed periodically to crop production is 
recommended. 


As many parasites (including bacteria) 
are often specific for a certain host (for 
example, bots of horses affect no other an- 
imal), frequently pastures may be rotated 
between different species.

5. Provide suitable feed containers.— 
Avoid feeding off the ground because of 
the hazard of spreading diseases and para- 
sites. 

6. Control and exterminate rodents and 
birds.— Without exception, U. S. livestock 
establishments are plagued by one or more 
rodents and/or with birds. Among such 
pests are rats, mice, English sparrows, and 
pigeons. They should be controlled, and 
eliminated if possible, because they (1) 
spread diseases and parasites, (2) damage 
feeds and buildings, and (3) decrease profits. 

New buildings may be rat proofed as 
follows: 

(1) By installing a concrete curtain 
around the foundation, thereby preventing 
rats from burrowing under. 

(2) By using hardware cloth around feed 
storage bins. 

Rats and mice may be controlled and 
eradicated by using warfarin according to 
the directions found on the container. 

English sparrows, starlings, and pigeons 
may be partially controlled through (1) 
keeping them out of building by the use of 
% inch hardware cloth, (2) shooting, (3) 
trapping, and/or (4) poisoning. 

7. Isolate new animals.—Strictly from a 
disease prevention standpoint, there is much 
merit in maintaining a closed herd—in not 
bringing in new animals; but this is not al- 
ways practical. When new animals must be 
added to the herd or flock (1) secure a 
health certificate signed by the local vet- 
erinarian, and (2) isolate them in separate 
quarters—in a separate barn, lot, or pasture 
—for a minimum period of three weeks and 
arrange for their feed and care by a sepa- 
rate caretaker. 

Thoroughly clean and disinfect the isola- 
tion stall after each animal (s) is removed 
and before a new animal (s) is placed there- 
in. Disinfect with a hot 3 per cent lye solu- 
tion, followed by the use of another recom- 
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mended disinfectant (recommended by your 
local veterinarian), such as lysol or sodium 
ortho phenylphenate. 

8. Restrict commercial stock trucks.—Do 
not permit commercial stock trucks to drive 
on the premises unless they have been thor- 
oughly disinfected. 

9. Dispose of carcasses properly.—In the 
disposal of carcasses, it is a safe rule to 
assume that all are a source of some infec- 
tion and subsequently to adopt the proper 
sanitary precautions. 

The most sanitary method of destroying 
a carcass is te burn it, preferably at the site 
of death in order to prevent the contamina- 
tion of surrounding ground. A trench of suf- 
ficient size should be prepared, a fire built, 
and the carcass placed on top so that it will 
be consumed in its entirety. However, it is 
not easy to burn a carcass. 

The most common method of carcass dis- 
posal is by burial. So that this method will 
be effective, the carcass should be buried 
deep and covered with quicklime. The top of 
the carcass should be at least four feet be- 
low the surface of the ground and in soil 
from which there is no danger of contamina- 
tion by drainage. Burial should not be near 
a flowing stream, for this will only serve to 
spread the disease down stream. 

Near large centers of population, render- 
ing plants will take carcasses, and they af- 
ford the easiest method of disposal. If the 
truck bed is tight and other sanitary pre- 
cautions are taken, this is entirely satis- 
factory. 

When an animal dies, it is recommended 
that a veterinarian be called immediately to 
perform a post-mortem examination, This is 
done in an attempt to determine the cause 
of death or to study the abnormal conditions 
present. It is never safe for one who is un- 
informed about specific disease lesions to 
open an animal carcass. Such practice may 
not only serve to spread a very highly con- 
tagious disease but may also expose the 
operator to a dangerous infection. 

It is also unsafe to feed the carcass to 
other animals. Such procedure may cause 
the animal consuming it to become sick, or 
it may serve only to spread the disease. 

10. Use caution in showing.—Despite all 
of their many virtues, there is a disease 
hazard in showing at livestock shows. In 
recognition of this fact, it is the established 
policy of the Department of Animal Science, 
State College of Washington, to limit show- 
ing to steers, wethers, and barrows only, 
except where breeding animals are entered 
in consignment sales and not returned to 
the College Farm. 

11. Use disinfectants.—A disinfectant is 
defined as any biological, physical, or chem-

ical agent capable of exerting changes in 
environment unfavorable for the continued 
survival of micro-organisms. 

Under ordinary conditions, proper clean- 
ing of barns removes most of the micro- 
organisms, along with the filth, thus elimi- 
nating the necessity of disinfection, In case 
of a disease outbreak, however, the premises 
must be disinfected. Also, it is desirable 
that an adequate foot disinfection program 
be maintained at all times for all visitors 
entering bar.s. 

Effective disinfection depends on the fol- 
lowing five conditions: 

(1) Thorough cleaning before applica- 
tion. 

(2) The phenol coefficient of the disin- 
fectant, which indicates the killing strength 
of a disinfectant as compared to phenol 
(carbolic acid). It is determined by a stand- 
ard laboratory test in which the typhoid 
fever germ is used as the test organism. 

(3) The dilution at which the disin- 
fectant is used. 

(4) The temperature; most disinfectants 
are much more effective if applied hot. 

(5) Thoroughness of application, and 
time of exposure. 

Even with the above conditions having 
been met, disinfection is not always 100 per 
cent effective. Also, one cannot disinfect the 
soil. 

Disinfection must in all cases be preceded 
by a very thorough cleaning, for organic 
matter serves to protect disease germs and 
otherwise interferes with the activity of the 
disinfecting agent. This includes the burn- 
ing of all inflammable refuse and the 
spreading out of the remainder on arable 
land (cultivated land not occupied by an- 
imals), Included also is the moistening of 
all litter and its subsequent removal. All 
walls, ceilings, and wood work must be 
brushed down and also washed down with 


water and scrubbed. Old sacks should be 
disinfected or destroyed, Contaminated feed 
should be destroyed. Having accomplished 
this cleaning, one is ready to choose the dis- 
infectant. 

Unfortunately, there is no one best germ 
killer nor is there anything like a “general 
disinfectant” that is effective against all 
types of micro-organisms under all condi- 
tions. This stems partially from the fact 
that not all disease-producing bacteria are 
susceptible to the same chemical agents. A 
few bacteria—such as those which cause 
blackleg, tetanus, and anthrax—possess the 
ability of forming seed-like spores that can 
remain dormant for years and resist de- 
struction, Others, like those organisms caus- 
ing tuberculosis, are resistant to oxidizing 
disinfectants such as the chlorine com- 
pounds. The organisms that cause brucel- 
losis, strangles, and some other diseases are, 
fortunately, very readily killed by almost 
any disinfectant that reaches them. 

Sunlight possesses disinfecting proper- 
ties, but it ig variable and superficial in its 
action, Heat and some of the chemical dis- 
infectants are more effective. 

12. Call the veterinarian.—Effective an- 
imal health programs call for full coopera- 
tion between the producer and the veteri- 
narian, with the former calling upon the 
latter in exactly the same manner as well 
informed people call upon the family doctor 
when human ill health is encountered.

Silage also is included in the winter ration. 
“In the case of the bulls I believe this has 
been all to the good. They have been well 
grown and in good flesh, but not fed off 
their feet. And the men who bought them 
have not had to let them down in condition.” 


The bull that has been carrying the ball 
in the Thompson breeding operations during 
the tough years has been Homeplace Eileen- 
mere 299th. He was bought in the famous 
“snow storm” sale of Penney & James in 
March of 1952. He was the first son of the 
noted Homeplace Eileenmere 999-35th of- 
fered at auction and brought the substantial 
price of $5,500. “I thought at the time I 
needed my head examined, but he looked 
like a great prospect, and I needed a bull of 
his type.” The “299th” has done a real 
breeding job in the Missouri herd, especial- 
ly of rugged, good-doing sons. Even in lean 
years, or more especially in lean years, it 
takes a better than average bull to pull a 
herd through, the Missouri breeder has 
found.

Thompson is counting on him to sire even 
better bulls for the range trade. 

The Missouri breeder bought the Sunbeam 
bull as a young calf—“to see how he would 
develop out. And the price was so low that 
I am ashamed to mention it for fear that 
people would be prejudiced against him.” 
But price is no criterion of a bull’s worth. 
Averaged with that of the senior sire it 
brings the bull investment of the herd down 
to a quite modest figure. It should be men- 
tioned here that “the Sunbeam bull” (we 
forgot to get his name) is now nearly two 
years of age and his first calves are on the 
ground. As youngsters they are unusually 
promising and he will be bred to a good 
share of the better producers this summer.

“crazy” prices but in a moderate upturn for 
the better cattle—“good commercial cows 
already are $50 a head above the low point.” 
For the man continually trying to improve 
the quality of his product he feels that the 
coming years will be rewarding. But the 
answer still is good cattle—“the kind that 
pulled us through the rough years.”

privilege to be invited to speak at this tes- 
timonial dinner and was very glad to make 
this trip and have the opportunity to visit 
with many of our friends in this area that 
we otherwise see only at some of the major 
shows and sales elsewhere. 

Day after the dinner we drove to Moses 
Lake, this is in desert country below the 
great Grand Coulee Dam and is now becom- 
ing another garden spot. A few years ago 
only a small village of a few hundred and 
now boasting more than nine thousand pop- 
ulation and one of the most modern towns 
we visited. The desert area to the south is 
now recreational area, containing several 
smaller dams and numerous small lakes 
formed by subsurface water seeping into the 
hundreds of pot-holes, or pits, in the desert 
valleys. 

We drove across northern Idaho, swing- 
ing south along Wyoming’s eastern border 
to West Yellowstone, planning to pass 
through the park and out the east entrance 
—but one hundred and twenty inches of 
snow in the pass changed our minds, so we 
made a swing south in the park, then back 
to the north entrance into Montana. It seem- 
ed strange to us to see huge drifts in West 
Yellowstone and at the lodge near Old 
Faithful, but we were about a week or ten 
days early for the tourist season. 

Crossing Montana we stopped to see Cus- 
ter’s famous “last stand” hill and visited 
the memorial building and museum. We also 
saw numerous groups of Antelope, as well 
as a number of commercial Angus herds 
strung along the route from Yellowstone 
park’s northern entrance to the Black Hill 
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area—and also saw the influence of black 
bulls on whiteface herds ag well. 

From Deadwood we passed over another 
huge earthen dam, with power house, right 
in the very north part of the Black Hills. 
This will create a tremendous body of water 
and certainly will be utilized for even more 
irrigation projects. We drove through the 
Black Hills, spending the night at a cabin 
camp in the northern part of the park at 
about the six thousand foot level. 

Next day through Rapids City for break- 
fast and east to Wall, then dropping down 
for the trip through the famous Bad Lands, 
to find a super-highway under construction 
as well as more evidence of series of dams 
to provide for more irrigation. What was 
once a study of the most terrible form of 
erosion may well become a study of reclama- 
tion of waste lands. 

At Chamberlain, South Dakota, where we 
spent the night we found that a dam in the 
upper Missouri River had created another 
vast body of water that completely covered 
the old road bed leading to the abandoned 
bridge site formerly carrying the highway 
into Chamberlain. Across all of South Da- 
kota there were more farm ponds and irriga- 
tion along our highway. 

Throughout the trip we noticed so much 
construction of new houses and industrial 
sites, plus new schools and additions to old 
schools in nearly every town we touched. 
This can only mean increasing population 
and a future demand for more meat produc- 


tion in an area that at one time was desolate 
and sparsely populated. 

According to the Iowa Beef Producer's 
television release today, May 10th, our coun- 
try can produce enough grains and cereals 
to feed a half billion people, if they were on 
a cereal diet, but only enough cattle to pro- 
vide adequate protein for some seventy- 
million folks. For the first time in history 
we must realize that many of our people are 
getting away from calorie counting and 
teaching the story of protein in the diet, for 
the bulk of our people are on a substandard 
intake of proteins, especially those under 
thirty years of age. Even so the program is 
not coordinated since an average protein in- 
take of forty-five to fifty grams for ordi- 
nary folks up to middle age is a far cry 
from the one hundred and twenty-five grams 
desired for active men in the armed forces. 

I am convinced the demand for better beef 
is only in the early stages today, our grow- 
ing population, with proper education con- 
cerning the importance of proteins, will pro- 
vide such a great market for all protein 
foods that we will be hard pressed to pro- 
vide beef, as the best source of protein, in 
a large enough quantity for this new market. 

Those of you who have an opportunity to 
visit the northwest quarter of this country 
will be amazed, as I was, in the great 
changes being made to increase the produc- 
tion of food and manufacturered materials 
in this area. It will serve to open your eyes 
on what progress this nation can make in 


future years, for we have only started the 
program of conserving our natural re- 
sources, resources we have been wasting 
ever since the white man came to America.

breed in the feed lot today signal the end of 
an era in the Bremer cattle operations, Since 
1948 and up until this past winter a cow 
herd of 200 head was operated on another 
farm. These cows, of another breed, were 
good individuals to start with. Top bulls 
were bought. One sire cost $3,250 to produce 
replacement heifers and feed lot steers, But 
regardless of their breeding and quality 
these other cattle just did not have it when 
sold where prime and high prime beef is 
appreciated. They couldn’t cut the mustard 
in comparison with the Angus from top 
Sand Hills commercial producers. Today the 
grass formerly grazed by the cow herd has 
300 Angus short yearlings purchased last 
fall and which will go into the feed lot later 
this year. 

The Bremers, JOURNAL readers, are 
keen students of herds and breeding, They 
like to know where their commercial herd 
suppliers get their bulls, Two or three Sand 
Hills herds supply the bulk of the more than 
1,000 Angus calves and yearlings they lay 
in each year, Because they are reputation 
feeders they have to buy their feed lot re- 
placements on the same basis. 

Going through this Nebraska feed lot is 
an interesting experience in studying type 
and conformation. Theoretically the beast 
that can pile on the largest number of edible 
pounds in the shortest time is the steer that 
makes money. Actually in the production of 
a market topping animal type and con- 
formation are still important points. Per- 
haps they are factors you can’t eat but they 
play an important part in the quality of the 
animal and the way he kills out. Two dis- 
tinct types of Angus steers are in the 
Bremer lots. One is a thick, compact type 
although not of the “pony” classification. 
Steers of another brand have a little more 
length of body and a little more scale. How- 
ever, they are far from being “horsey”. It is 
to the credit of the Angus breed that both 
types when fed out to their highest finish 
can top the market. The former steers will 
be ready at a lighter weight; the bigger 
kind up to 1,400 to 1,500 pounds. But both 
types have quality and the bred-in Angus 
characteristic of putting on smooth pounds. 

One type of Angus steer, however, is not 
wanted. Experience with a bunch of this 
kind was disappointing. This type is best

characterized as being “tight-hided”. They 
don’t put on the daily pounds as they should 
and they don’t put them on smoothly. The 
Bremers want a yearling that will gain 3 
pounds a day, with 24% pounds the minimum. 
Severe weather, hot or cold, affects gains 
but they want this gain for an average. 

Unlike most Angus market toppers the 
Nebraska firm prefers to feed yearlings, 
rather than calves, But calves are bought in 
the fall to insure supplies for later the fol- 
lowing year and these calves get deferred 
feeding in the winter and pasture in the 
spring. Because of demand as calves sup- 
plies of Angus yearlings sometimes are 
more limited than with other beef breeds. 

The Bremer ration also differs somewhat 
from that fed by other market toppers. 
Rolled shelled corn is fed, rather than the 
whole kernel or ground corn, along with 1 
pound of bran per head, plus 1 pound per 
head of 33 per cent protein. The grain and 
protein is fed with chopped alfalfa hay. 
Prairie hay is available in the racks. 

The recent dry years forced a change in 
feeding methods, but still produced market 
toppers. Last year, for example, 800 acres 
of corn produced only 8,000 bushels. To spell 
out corn supplies dehydrated alfalfa and 
molasses wag substituted for part of the 
corn, While it worked all right Gene Bremer 
observed that the current bunch of steers, 
getting the regular ration, were probably 
30 days ahead of those of a year ago. 

With weather more nearly normal this 
spring the Nebraska firm figures that the 
1,000 acres in corn will supply a good per- 
centage of the fattening material for the 
1957-58 feeding season. 

The Bremer feedlots are ideally situated, 
especially for wet weather operations. They 
are located on a long south slope. The soil 
is somewhat sandy. Drainage and footing, 
even in the early spring, is no problem, And 
in the hot weather a breeze is usually stir- 
ring on this upland feed lot.

The growers and feeders of the nation’s
